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SPANISH ROYALTY IN. DANGER 
AND RUSSIA STILL ACTIVE. 
FRENCH MINISTERS FEARFUL.OF DISASTERS 

—THE CHAOS IN ENGLISH POLITICS— 

MR. STEAD’S CASE—LORD HARTINGTON: 
AND MR. CHAMBERLAIN, 

By Commercial Cable from Our Own Cor- 
respondent. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—Mr. Chamberlain is to 
throw down the gauntlet to Lord Harting- 
ton at Warrington—an ominous name—on 
Tuesday evening. There seems to be no 
doubt of this. His home organ hints at 1t 
and his friends assert it. The speech of 
the heir of the Cavendishes has angered 
the Radicals beyond precedent. It 
Amounted to.a cool and distinct repudia- 
tion of Mr. Chamberlain’s programme line 
by line. Asthe Birmingham Post, speak- 
Ing with evident inspiration from the 
caucus, said the other day, and as Lord 
Randolph Churchill, voicing the Tory 
view, said last night, it was a speech which 
any Tory leader might safely have made. 
It negatived all hope of progress and for- 
bade all thought of expansion. Of course 


Mr. Chamberlain must notice it, and the 


understanding is that he will be peremp- 
tory and unflinching in his comments. If 
it were ge certain that Lord Harting- 
ton would stand by his guns, then a 
definite split_in the Liberal‘party would be 
unavoidable. But why? The leader’s past 
career has been one long record of surren- 
ders, evacuations, and retreats, and no 
one quite believes that he has his courage 
now screwed to the sticking point. 
The prospect of disunion is great enough, 
however, to alarm the Liberal politicians. 
This and the threatening attitude of the 
Trish party are gradually strengthening 
the conviction that the next Parliament 
‘will be a short, turbulent, and inglorious 
affair,and numbers of intending candi- 
dates are drawing out of the race on this 
account—notably young men who hoped 
to make their débuts, but who cannot 
afford to do so if Parliament is to be 
short-lived. Since Lord MHartington’s 
speech the betting on the next Govern- 
ment, which has heretofore been heavily 
Liberal, has become about even. 


A DUBIOUS POLITICAL OUTLOOK. 


Lord Randolph Churchill’s speeches are 
thus far showing noue of the constructive 
ability which the Tories had hoped for. 
He is simply ringing the changes on the 
Liberal divisions and discord and offerin 
nothing in their stead but an organized 
and greedy appetite for office. His-speech 
at Sheffield yesterday closed with an open 
invitation to Lord Hartington and the 
Whigs to * come over and help us.” This 
4s more pleasant to the Tories than was 
the situation of a fortnight ago, when 
their lively leaders seemed to be dragging 
them into the Birmingham camp; but the 
swiftness of the kaleidoscopic change 
rather dazes them now and théy are still 
sulky over the Irish business,on which Lord 
Randolph Churchill is strictly silent. The 
whole situation—what with an almost 
open feud between the Radicals and 
Whigs, the reluctance of the great body of 
Tory voters to be used as a mercenary 
force to prey between those factions, in- 
stead of lh an aggressive independent 
army: the overhanging tbreat of a Par- 
nell crush and a -Parliament which he 
cannot control—is thus troubled and dubi- 
ous in the extreme. There still lingers a 
hope that Mr. Gladstone will be the magi- 
cian who can evolve order from this chaos, 
but October is a long way off when tem- 
pers areso hasty and the moves in the 
game are so rapid for the promise of pa- 
cification. 


PEACE WITH RUSSIA NOT CERTAIN. 


For a fortnight the papers have been 
printing congratulatory things on the set- 
tlement of the Zulfikar Pass difficulty, and 
all England has been ostensibly felicitat- 
ing herself on the implied assurance of 
peace, but there has been an underlying 
uneasiness all the time, which the fact that 
the Woolwich Arsenal has been working 
day and night has not tended to diminish. 
To-day the detailed story in the Chronicle 
of Russian aggression and an Afghan rout 
on Afghan territory*have revived all the 
old fears. Tnesource is not specially re- 
liable, but the dispatch seems to have 
come from Allahabad straight enough, 
and the story is too circumstantial to be 
merely a bazaarrumor. The action of the 
Governor of Herat in releasing Russian 
prisoners fits in suspiciously well with his 
recent anti-English intrigues, and it is easy 
to understand how the news has created a 
blaze of excitement in India. Its effect 
on Herat and on the Ameer can only be 
guessed at as yet, but there is no doubt 
that the Ministry here, if that story should 
be proved true, would take a very stiff atti- 
tude and exact both reparation and a 
guarantee for the future. 


HOME TROUBLES FOR SPAIN. 


On the Continent the spectacle of Spain 
waving the worm-eaten banner of the 
Cid and screaming defiance at Germany 
continues to divert attention. Bismarck's 

, offer of arbitration has been hurled back 
with all the haughty spirit, if not the 
sense, of Charies V. None expects that 
direct hostilities will ensue, but there is an 
increasing likelihood that Castilian pas- 
sion will vent itself on Alfonso’s head. 
There are numerous subterranean signs 
that Zorilla sees his opportunity and is 
improving it. There are more palpabie 
evidences that the French democrats are 
working like beavers to foment a revolu- 
tion across the Pyrenees. From Paris 
JI hear that the statement is evidently be- 
lieved there that Serrano is preparing to 
take adyantage of the crisis to proclaim a 
republic and seize the Presidency, and it 
is said that he has the army at his back. 
Castelaris near Corunna, and is believed to 
to bein the plot. On the other hand, the 
Carlists are striving to turn the trouble to 
account, but with what success none 
seems to know. 


GERMANY AND FRANCE, 


The French Ministry, which from its 
origin has been compelled to ke colorless 
and timid, is in a panic of fear lest the 
whole thing be a Machiavellian trap to 
entangle them in a complication with 
Germany, and is deing all it can to pre- 
vent French expressions ef sympathy with 
Spain, but it is practically powerless. M. 
Ferry’s paper, the Paris, however, which 
is the same one that profited so finely on 
the Bourse by the Ministry’s tip of the 
Chinese peace, grasps its chance to make 
capital by cheering for Spain and demand- 
ing the expulsion of Germans from France 
as an answer to the expulsion of M. Rothan 
from Alsace. This has pleased the Paris 
fancy immensely, and may lead to M. Fer- 
ry’s return to power. Feeling on the Al- 
space matter is very deep, and a plan has 
been adopted for the return of two Alsa- 
tian residents of Paris to the Chamber of 
‘Deputies from Paris districts, who shall 
be tacitly treated in the Chamber as repre- 
sentatives of the lost provinces. ln the 
same breath it is learned from Berlin that 
Prince Hohenlohe, the new Governor, is 
to go to Strasburg to change Count Man- 
teufel’s benevolent rule and enforce the 
barshest kind of repressive measures. It 
needs no alarmist to foresee that these 
signs and probabilities are near to an out- 
break of the old quarrel across the Rhine, 
with Spain now as she was fifteen years 
ago the nominal pretext for war. 

The Dutch Ministry purposes throwing a 
sop to the discontented artisans of Am- 
sterdam by a bill in the coming session of 
Parliament for increased import duties. 
Bismarck’s definite adoption of Flushing 
as the port of the new German iines, taken

In 
thus carrying out the Prince Consort’s 
policy the _ Mes is likely to hear the 
plainest talk of her whole reign. The pa- 
pers are ridiculing Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, who, by the Queen’s command, 
dressed in tartan and kilt at the Balmoral 
festivities and then had to leave the ground 
prematurely because his knees were cold.

BETTER CHOLERA REPORTS. 

The only new thing about the cholera is 
@ successful experiment with ether vapor 
at Madrid. The pest has burned itself out 
in most districts of Spain, but it is increas- 
ing at Cadiz and Barcelona. In France 
the distinguishing feature is the mortality 
among the upper classes, so that the dis- 
ease will come to be called this year the 
cholera of the rich. There were 1,238 new 
eases of cholera and 797 deaths from the 
disease reported yesterday throughout 
Spain. Twelve deaths occurred in Toulon 
last night. The five cases reported at No- 
varas, Italy, yesterday, were among the 
troops engaged in manceuvres at that 
place. Ten more suspicious cases of sick- 
ness have occurred at Parma, Novara, and 
Genoa. Cardiff has had ascare in the ar- 
rival of the steamer Crindau from Barce- 
lona yesterday. Since then one man on 
her has died from a disease which the 
doctors, after making an examination, 
have decided to be Asiatic cholera. The 
man had drank water from a cask which 
had been filled at Barcelona, and his death 
occurred quickly after he had partaken of 
it. Among the remainder of the crew, 
who all passed under the doctors’ inspec- 
tion, no symptoms of cholera were found. 
The steamer has been placed in quaran- 
tine, and will be thoroughly fumigated. 


A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT SEABRIGHT. 

SrapricHt, N. J., Sept. 5.—Brehm’s 
Block, a long two-story frame building, situated 
on Ocean-avenue, next above the Seabright 
Inn, was burned to the ground at an early bour 
this morning, with several other buildings. The 
entire loss will aggregate $38,000. The flames 
were first discovered in the livery stable of 
James McKenna, back of Brehm’s Block. This 
was burned to the ground. The loss on the 
building, which is owned by the Sea- 
bright Improvement Company, is _per- 
haps $2,500, while McKenna’s loss. will 
amount to $1,500. The building ad- 
joining on the north was occupied on the ground 


floor by Ira Schwartz as a.store, and the apart- 
ments above as the dweliing of Thomas Arm- 
strong. Schwartz's loss was trifling, while Arm- 
strong lost everything. His loss on building is 
$2,000. At this time the flames threatened the Sea- 
bright Inn, but they were fortunately checked. 
Brehm’s Block was the next building to burn. 
The first floor was usea for stores, while the up- 
per floor was occupied as dwelling apartments. 
Six families lost all their personal effects and 
were rendered homeless. Simon Levy, who oc- 
cupied one of the stores, lost $13,000 worth 
of stock, with all his household effects. He 
does not know the amount of insurance, 
as the policies were burned, but it does not ex- 
ceed $3,000. . S. Armstrong, grocer, loses 
$2,500; partly insured. The dwelling of Will- 
iam Curchin was also destroyed. It was owned 
by Mrs. Ellen Brehm, who also owned the block, 
and was valued at $1,500. Brehm’s Block was 
worth about $8,000, and the Joss is only partly 
covered by insurance. The fire is supposed to 
have been of incendiary origin. 

Those who were rendered homeless by the fire 
are quartered for the time with their more fort- 
unate neighbors. Owing to the high rates of in- 
surance charged at this place the policies issued 
do not half cover the losses. In the early Spring 
Seabright was visited by a conflagration which 
caused a loss of about $60,000 and one life.

He was 48 years old 
and had been in a melancholy state of mind for 
many years, brought on oy. the death of his 
father, mother, and wife. ‘pon the death of 
his mother, eight years ago, he tried to hang 
himself in the attic,and again after the death 
of his father. He got into the stable unseen to- 
day and eluded the vigilance of his children, who 
have kept an eye on his movements, 





A SCHOONER ON THE ROCKS. 

Nrw-HAveEn, Conn., Sept. 5.—The three- 
masted schooner William Beagley, Capt. Kav- 
anagh, bound from New-York to Bangor, Me., 
‘with a cargo of flour*and 100 tons of coal, while 
putting into this harbor last night for an an- 
chorage, ran on the rocks, stove a hole in her 
bottom, and now liesin 15 feet of water. The 
vessel is valued at $20,000. She is owned princi- 
pally in Bangor, and will probably be safely 
raised by wreckers, who are now at work. None 
of the crew was injured.

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The result of the official measurement of 
the Genesta, showing her to be so much larger 
than she was represented by her designer, affords 
great satisfaction to the owners and friends of 
the Puritan. The latter has not yet been offi- 
cially measured, but her designer, Mr. Edward 
Burgess, said yesterday that he thought she 
would prove to be about the same sail- 
ing length as the cutter. She might run 
a little over, and in that case would have 
to aliow a little time, not, however, more than 
2) seconds, which would not amount to any- 
thing. The Puritan, he added, would be put 
overboard at 4o’clock this morning, when the 
state of the tide would be propitious, and she 
would be towed to the American Docks at 
Stapleton, where she would be measured by 
John M. Wilson, the measurer of the New-York 
Yacht Olub. Inthe course of the day she will 
proceed under sail to the Horseshoe to avoid the 


dirty water that flows around Stuten Island 
from the oil works on the Kills. 

Yesterday was reception day aboard the 
Puritan, and she was visited by almost all the 
members of the Eastern Yacht Club at present 
in this vicinity, and many and hearty were the 
congratulations and wishes for success showered 
upon her owners. Chairman J. Frederick Tams 
and J. R. Busk, of the America’s Cup Commit- 
tee, also visited her and had long conferences 
with Messrs. Forbes and Burgess. Mr. Tams 
said that if the wind was light and the sea 
lumpy in the 20-mile to windward race outside 
to-morrow he thought the chances would 
be in favor of the Genesta, while in the uther 
two races the chances would be decidedly in 
favor of the Puritan. Mr. Forbes concurred in 
that opinion, but he hoped the sea would not be 
as lumpy as in the 20-mile to windward race with 
the Priscilla on Aug. 21, but he added that not- 
withstanding the unfavorable condition of the 
sea on that day the Puritan made the best. time 
on record, An old salt prophesied last night 
that the weather would be stormy to-day and 
fair to-morrow, with a rolling sea and a fine 
breeze. 

The Puritan pewentes a novel appearance 
yesterday. She had been pot-leaded up to her 
deck lines, and consequently only her rail re- 
mains white. Thus she presents a narrow band 
of white above a wide expanse of dark mouse- 
color. The object of pot-leading her above the 
water line is to provide for her heeling and 
thereby make her as slippery as possible under 
any conditions of wind andsea. In an impor- 
tant race like the impending one, every little 
thing telis, and the gentlemen who are manag- 
ing the Puritan can be relied on to make no 
mistakes. So careful, in fact, are they of small 
things that they have sand-papered the edge of 
the centreboard down like the cutting surface 
of an axe, so as to make it afford as little resist- 
ance to the water as possible. 


In addition to the officers named in Tur TimEs 
of yesterday the following gentlemen will sail 
on the Puritan in the races: J. Malcom Forbes, 
Carroll J. Weich, Dr. Jobn Bryant, Gen. Paine, 
George H. Richards, J. R. Busk, of the America’s 
Cup Committee; Edward Burgess, and to repre- 
sent the Genesta M. Roosevelt Schuyler or BE, M. 
Padelford, more probably the latter. She will 
have a picked crew of 22 men before the mast, 
including the mate and three sailors of the 
schooner Grayling, anda number of men from 
Fish, of 
the Atlantic Yacht Club, and the owner of the 
schooner Grayling, may also be aboard of her. 

The official firures of the measurement of the

The Genesta remained at her an- 
chorage off Tompkinsville all day yesterday.

Sir Rich- 
ard Sutton, the owner of the Genesta, and 
Sir William Levinge, bis _ brother-in-law, 
had not returned from Niagara up to 
5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, but they were 
expected to arri 


Genesta will probably go down to the Horse- 
shoe some time to-day. So much has been said 
about the seaworthiness of cutters as compared 
with sloops, that a well founded report current 
among yachtsmen is worth mentioning. It is 
said that several of the Genesta‘s crew have sig- 
nified their intention not to recross the Atiantic 
in the cutter. In conversation with the 
crews of yachts which have been lying near by 
the Genesta, they have said that on the way over 
the Genesta had a much rougher experience 
than her Captain has admitted, and that at one 
time during the voyage everything aboard of 
her was afloat for 18 hours from seas which she 
shipped. Their experience: was, in fact, so try- 
ing that they have determined to return to Eng- 
lan& by steamer. 

It is said that after the Puritan has sailed the 
cup and subsequent races under the auspices of 
the New-York Yacht Club she will be sold at 
auction in Boston, and that one or more of her 
several owners will bid her in.

Many boats whose regular certificates permit 
them to go outside the Hook have signified their 
intention of going over the entire course. 
Among them are the Thomas A. Morgan, J. B. 
Schuyler, and several of the steamships that ply 
between points along the Atlantic coast. 

The steamer Elm City, of the New-Haven Line, 
has a permit from the United States Inspectors 
to sosompeny the yachts in the races to be sailed 
outside of Sandy Hook.

The Genesta, an illustration of which is given, 
is owned by Sir Richard Sutton, Baronet, a mem- 
ber of an_old English sporting family, and was 
built by Henderson Brothers, on the Clyde, from 
designs by J. Beavyor-Webb. She was finisned 
in time for the racing season of 1884. Her di- 
mensions are: Length over all, 96 4-10 feet; 
length on water line, 81 6-10 feet; beam, 15 feet; 
depth of hoid, 11 feet 9 inches; draught. 18 feet 
6inches. The height of her mast from deck to 
hounds is 52 feet; topmast from fid to sheave, 
44 feot 6 inches; length of boom, 70 feet; gaff, 
44 feet; bowsprit outboard, 36 6-10 feet; spin- 
naker pole, 64 feet. 

Out of thirty-four races sailed she won only 
seven, in one of which she had no competitor, 
and was beaten .seven times by the cutter Mar- 
aig six times by the cutter Irex, six times by 

he yaw] Larna, four times by the cutter Tara, 
three times by the yaw! Wendur, and once by 
the outter Marguerite. She took second place 
eight times, third place twice, and was distanced 
seventeen times. T'woof her races were won in 
light or variable breezes and the rest in steady, 
fresh, or strong breezes. There is no record of 
her being beaten in a strong breeze, but in such 
a breeze on one occasion it took her 5:21:14 to 
sail 45 miles. Her guickest race was sailed on 
July 16, 1884, over a 50-knot course off Bangor in 
4:04:18. The Wendur and trex, however, both 
went over the course in less time.

The Genesta’s crew for the coming races con- 
gists of Capt. John Carter, formerly skipper of 
the English cutter Moina; Pilot Joe Nelson, Mate 
William Fosgate, and 16 men before the mast. 

The lines of the Genesta and of a typical cut- 
ter are also illustrated. The fullness of the sides 
of the English vessel, which were commented on 
when she was putin the dry dock here, is spe- 
cially noticeable. 

Tne America’s Cup, to capture which the Ge- 
nesta has crossed the ocean, and the first race for 
which will be had to-morrow, has been success- 
fully defended by American yachtsmen ever 
since it was first won by the America 34 years 
ago. During the progress of the World's Fair in 
England in 1851 the owners of the America sent 
her to England with the object of sailing a 
match, if one could be made on gatistactory 
terms for her. They did not even know at the 
time that the Royal Yacht Squadron had offered 
a cup to be sailed for at Cowes, open to all na- 
tions, so that it was with no idea of winning 
whatisnow known as the America’s Cup that 
they crossed the ocean, 
to sail in a match against any British vessel 
whatever, for any sum upto 10,000 guineas, but 
no response was ever made to their chalienge. 

Finally they decided to enter the Cowes Re- 
gatta, which was sailed around the Isle of Wight 
on Aug. 22. There were 18 entries for this, in- 
cluding vessels ranging from 47.to 892 tons, the 
America being one of the smailést, her ton- 
nage registering but 170. The result of the race 


wasa perfect surprise tothe Englishmen, the: 


America winning the cup by anchoring at the 
finish 20 minutes ahead of the Aurora, while the 
rest of the fleet were left far astern. The Queen,

Great Britain under these conditions was Mr. 
James Ashbury, a member of the Royal Thames 
Yacht Club. After along correspondence, which 
began in October, 1888, he crossed the Atlantic 
in the Cambria, sailing for New-York on July 4, 
1870, and racing and beating the Dauntless across 
the ocean, reaching here on July 25. The Cam- 
bria contested for the America’s Cup on Aug. 8, 
1870, sailin ke gy the old America, the keel 
schooners Rambler, Dauntless, Pleetwing, Rest- 
Jess, Langa © = and Alarm, and the centre-boards 
Phantom, Madgie, Sylvie, Tidal Wave, Made- 
leine, Idler, Palmer, Alice, Fleur de Lvs, Eva 
Josephine, Calypso, Widgeon, Halcyon, an 
Jessie. The result of this race was that the 
Cambria wus beaten by the Magic,(who won the 
contest,) 89:12.7 and by the old America .13:47.5. 
The English boat finished tenth in the race. 

Mr. Ashbury was not discouraged. He re- 
turnea to England and secured authorizations 
trom 12 yacht clubs to represent them, and then 
demanded to be allowed to sail 12 races, if neces- 
sary, to recover the cup. After a long corre- 
spondence the New-York Yacht Club agreed to 
sail eight races, if necessary, the winner of five 
to take the cup. It also agreed to sail but one 
yacht against Mr. Ashbury, who then brought 
aver the Livonia to contest for the prize. The 
first of this series of races was over the New- 
York Yacht Club course on Oct. 16, 1871, and the 
Columbia was the vessel chosen to represent 
America. §he won the race by 27 minutes 4 sec- 
onds. ‘Pwo days later, in the second contest, the 
Columbia again outsailed the Livonia, beating 
her in corrected time by 7 minutes. Mr. Ash- 
bury entered a protest in regard to this race on 
the ground that the Columbia had turned the 
mark the wrong way, but as there were no in- 
structions on this point the protest was not en- 
tertained. The Columbia won the third race on 
Oct. 19, beating the Livonia 15 minutes 10 seconds. 

Then the Sappho was opposed to the Livonia 
for the next two races, the course being 20 miles 
from the lightship, and she beat the Livonia by 
30 minutes #1 seconds in the first and by 26 min- 
utes 27 seconds in the second. American yachts 
having now won five of the proposed eight 
races the series was closed, and Mr. Ashbury then 
insisted on his right to claim 12 trials. An acri- 
monious correspondence followed, in which the 
club refused to entertain his protest on the sec- 
ond race or to allow him any more trials with 
the Livonia except upon six months’ notice, and 
Mr. Ashbury returned to England a very angry 


man. 

It was nearly five years before the holders of 
the cup were again called on to defend it, but in 
April, 1876,a challenge was received by the New- 
York Yacht Club from Vice-Commodore Gif- 
ford, of the Royal Canadian Yacht Club, which 
was promerey accepted, and the Countess of 
Dufferin, a schooner yacht, was sent from Can- 
ada to sail for the cup. The Madeleine was 
chosen to represent America, and the winner of 
two out of three races was to have the prize. 
The first race was sailed on Aug. 11, 1876, over 
the New-York Yacht Club course, and resul 
in a victory for the Madeleine by i0 minutes 59 
seconds.

MADRID STIRRED TO RIOT. 


SPANISH PEOPLE VENTING THEIR RAGE O€ 
THE GERMAN CONSULATE. 
Manprr, Sept. 5.—A sensation was cree 
atea here last-evening on the receipt of impor- 
tant news from the Caroline Isiands. The Span- 
ish war ships reached Yap, one of the islands, 
on Aug. 21,and prepared to occupy it in the. 
name of Spain. The Spanish officers were dila-. 
tory in landing troops, and on Aug. 24 a Ger- 
man gunboat arrived. Although it was T 
o'clock in the evening, the German commander 
instantly landed a body of marines and sailors, 
and hoisted the German flag over the island, 
The Governor of the island wished to resist the 
landing of the German marines and sailors, but 
the commander of the Spanish man-of-war San 
Quentin, which was the only vessel of . that na- 
tionality in the harbor at the time, refused to 
agree with the Governor as to the adoption of 
such a course or to lend the latter assistance. 
The commander of the San Quentin contented 
himself with making an energetic protest against 
the action of the German commander, and, on 
the latter’s refusal to recede from the position 
bn had taken, telegraphed to Madrid for instruc- 
ns. 

The excitement over this news soon became 
intense. The successive editions of the news- 
papers containing accounts of the German oo- 
cupation were eagerly bought by the people, 
and excited groups stood around the lamp-posts 
and doorways of cafés heatedly discussing the 
situation. A large crowd soon gathered in front 
of the German Embassy, attacked the building, 
and tore down the coat-of-arms and drayged it 
through the streets to the Puerta del Sol, where 
tbey burned it in front of the offices of the Min- 
ister of the Interior amid yells of ** Down with 
Germany.” The Civil Guards afterward recov- 
ered a portion of it. After venting their. 
spleen there the mob proceeded to the 
French Embassy and cheered frantically. 
The crowd had by this time grown much larger, 
and, fears being entertained of a serious riot, 
troops were ordered out to clear the streets. The 
crowd slowly retired before the military. Thir- 
ty-six of the leaders were arrested. Evorytbing

On the receipt of the news, the Ministers were 
immediately summoned to a Cabinet council, 
and King Alfonso was advised of the strained 
situation. He returued to the city to-day 
and the Ministers and the civil and military 
authorities met him at the railroad station. 
Large crowds of people lined the route taken by 
the royal party in going to the palace, and 
shouted, *““Long live Spain.” The King was 
pr tes onary greeted with cheers, and notwith- 
standing the excitement the most perfect order 
prevailed. A cabinet council was immediately 
held, and it was decided to court-martial the 
Governor of Yap, and the commanders of the 
two Spanish war ships which arrived there on 
Aug. 21, for neglect of duty, the latter in not 
immediately garrisoning the isiand with Spanish 
soldiers on their arriving there, and the former: 
in not hoisting the Spanish flag and proclaiming 
the suzerainty of Spain over the island. Another 
report is that the Government has dismissed 
from the service by telegraph, the commanders 
of the two Spanish men-of-war stationed at Yap, 

An important meeting of leading Liberals was 
held to-day at the residence of Sefior Sagasta. 
After discussing the Carolines question it was; 
resolved that the occupation of the Island of} 
Yap by a German gunboat should be considered, 
equivalent to a declaration of war; that if a 
crisis in the Government should occur and the 
Liberals be called into power they would with 
draw Count de Benomar, the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor at Berlin, and hand Count Solms-Sonne- 
walde, the German Ambassador at Madrid, his 
| <aoag The resolutions also deciared that 
the Liberals would order the Spanish authori- 
ties at the Philippines to recover the territory in 
the Caroline Islands taken possession of by Ger- 
many, and to use force, if necessary, to regain 
it. The adoption of the above resolutions has 
created a great sensation. 

It is generally believed that the commander of 
the Spanish man-of-war Velasco, which was ex- 
pected at Yap on Aug. 26, carries with him 
energetic orders. The report that a. German 
squadron had sailed for the Caroline Islands is 
confirmed. 

An official report has been made concerning 
the Cabinet council held this afternoon, which 
was presided over by King Alfonso. The report 
saysthat the Government cannot now make! 
public the measures decided upon, but that the 
country may be assured that they were of an 
energetic character, The report further says 
that the Government decided that “ negotiations 
respecting the outrages on an integral part of 
Spanish territory are impossible.” 


Berutn, Sept. 5.—The National Zeitung, 
commenting on the scenes enacted in Madrid on 
receipt of the news of the German occupation 
of Yap, says: “Spain must give Germany the 
necess satisfaction for the events of last 
evening.” The other newspapers are silent in 
regard to the affarr. 


Parts, Sept. 5.—The events in Madrid are 
causing a sensation in this city. Arbitration for 
the settlement of the Carolines question is now 
considered impossible, and the position of King 
Alfonso and his Ministry is regarded as pre- 
carious. Leading Spanish residents in this city 
say that war between Germany and Spainora 
revolution is now certain. La France and Le 
Paris say that King Alfonso will be overthrown 
unless he heads the war party. Le Paris says 
editorially that France has no reason to meddle 
with the Spanish-German quarrel, and that 
France should recollect 1870. 

M. de Freycinet, the French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, has telegraphed Baron des Michels, 
the French Ambassanor at Madrid, to observe 
the greatest prudence during the difficulties 
at Madrid over the Carolines affair. 


Lonpon, Sept. 5.—The Standard’s Berlin 
correspondent says: “Spain has finally and de 
cidedly declined to submit the Carolines affair to 
arbitration. Spain argues that the question 
of Spanish jurisdiction over the islands has been 
a fact too well known to admit of discussion. 
German Government officiais still scout the idea 
of a war over the dispute.” 


CAPTURED AFTER FIFTEEN YEARS. 

JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 5.—Two colored 
convicts named Charles Brusso and Handy Nor- 
wood were brought here to-day and incarcerated 
in the penitentiary. They escaped from prison 


15 years ago. Brusso was sentenced for arson 
and had only about three months to serve when 
he escaped. Norwood was sentenced for shoot- 
ing with intent to kill and had about 10 years to 
serve. Since his escape he has been engaged in 
numerous brawls, and the great wonder is that 
he was not captured sooner, as he settled down 
in Copiah, an adjoining county, where he mar- 
ried and became the father of several children.

THE HANOVERIAN'S PASSENGERS. 

Sr. Joun’s, Newfoundland, Sept. 5.—The 
steamer Hercules arrived this morning with the 
balance of the passengers and crew of the Han- 
overian. Interviews with Prof. Bell, of Wash- 
ington; Mr. Starr, of Halifax, and other prom- 
inent passengers disclosed the following addi- 
tional particulars: Theloss of the ship is at- 
tributed toa miscalculation of the ship's run- 
ning. On the day before the disaster no sights 
were obtainable aud the ship was sailing on dead 
reckoning. The day’s run was first published 
on the tablet, the usual place, as 272 miles, but 
was afterward altered to 282 miles—a discrep- 
ancy the exact difference between the safety 
and destruction of the ship. The first 
figures were absolutely correct, as shown 
by the position of the steamer. The passen- 
gers complain strongly that the officers and 
crew instead of endeavoring to save luggage 
were engaged in securing mirrors, plate, glass- 
ware, flower pots, and general cabin furniture. 
They express great sympathy with Capt. Thomp- 
son, and are universally of the opinion that he did 
his auty. They accord great praise to five naval 
officers, passengers, who largely supplemented 
the defective discipline of the ship. The pas- 
sengers are loud in proclaiming the hospitality 
of the fishermen of Portugal Cove, who gave 
their houses entirely up to the castaways. Cases 
of theft on the part of the Hanoverian’s crew 
are reported by passengers. All the passengers 
and crew are comfortably lodged qt_St. John’s, 
where they will embark on the Polynesian, 
which leaves Montrea! to-day and is due here on 
Tuesday.

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DOWN-TOWN BANKERS NERVOUS. 


ENGRAVED CHECKS WITH FORGED SIGNA- 
TURES IN CIRCULATION. t 

The mysterious theft of some blank 
bank checks, which were printed to order for 
some down-town business houses, has recently 
caused a stir among banks in the vicinity of 
Wall-street. The stolen blanks are apparently 
in the hands of more that one persov. Several 
of the checks have been skillfully filled out, 
signed with forged signatures, and cashed by 
different banks. It is customary for firms whose 
business requirés the frequent use of bank 
checks to have private check books manufact- 
ured, each check having engraved upon its face 
the name of the person or firm for whose use the 
book is made. These books usually contain 
1,000 checks, which are numbered in their order 
from the first to the last. 

A few days ago an unknown person presented 
two checks forafew hundred dollars each at 
the Bank of America. The checks were made 


ayable to bearer and bore what purported to 
be the signature of Recknagel & Co., a well- 
known down-town coffee firm. The tame of 
that firm was engraved on the checks, and the 
acting Teller could not see any difference be- 
tween them and the checks that he had been in 
the habit of receiving from Recknagel & Co. 
The stranger got his money. On Sept. 1, when 
Recknagel & Co. looked over the canceled checks 
sent them by the Bank of America, they pro- 
nounced the two checks presented by the stranger 
forgeries. The blanks were identical with the 
blank checks in the firm’s book, but the numbers 
were far in advance of the er ag | on the 
checks already used out of the book. The firm’s 
signature was very skillfully forged. 

One day last week a check for — wo to 
bearer, and purporting to have m drawn by 
Hillhouse & Day, was presented at the Corn Ex- 
change Bank and paid. Two or three days later 
a similar check was tucked through the i d 
Teller’s window. The Teller picked it up and, 
without having any idea that it was a forgery, 
he scanned it closely. While he was looking at 
the check the pereon who nad presented it ran 
away. This incident aroused the suspicions of 
the bank officers and an investigation relative to 
the genuineness of the four-hundred-and-sixty- 
dollar check disclosed that it was a forgery, al- 
oe the blank was exactly the same 
as the blanks in Hillhouse & Day’s check 
book. The firms of Recknagel & Co. and 
Hillhouse & Day had procured their check 
books from Constantine Schmidt’s Broad- 
street bank and stationer’s publishing house 
Notice was sent to Schmidt that either some ot 
the checks had been stolen from the engraver or 
binder, or else somebody had counterfeited the 

lates. The engraver and printer of the checks 
n question were Henry Koch, of No. 97 Maiden- 
lane. He stated yesterday that he sent all of 
the sheets printed to Mr. Schmidt’s store, who 
in turn sent them to the bindery of Beckett & 
Bradford, No. 85 Vesey-street. Nobody could 
tell how the forger or forgers got ssion of 
the extra checks, Oheck books for three firms 
were completed as ordered and delivered by Mr. 
Schmidt to Recknagel & Co., Hillhouse & Day, 
and Beitzer & Lichtenstein. 

Yesterday a well dressed young man presented 
a check for $500 payabie to bearer at the Ger- 
man-American Bank, in Walli-street. The check

ichtenstein, The Cashier of this bank had been 
warned by President Nash, of the Corn Ex- 
change Bank,of the prevalence of bogus checks, 
and he made a critical examination of the five- 
hundred-doilar check. He satisfied himself that 
the signature was a forgery and bad the young 
man who presented the check arrested. ‘The 
prisoner was taken to the Tombs ie Court 
where he gave his name as Nelson J. Gay- 
lord. He said that he was a bartender 
and lived at No. 247 East Nineteenth-street. 
When asked where he got the check he stated 
that a man in Third-avenue asked him to get it 
cashed and gave him 26 cents forthe job. Gay- 
lord was held in $2,500 bail for trial.

A STRANGE STORY. 
——— 
TOLD BY A MAN WHO WAS RESCUED-FROM 
DROWNING. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday morning William 
Murray, a boatman living at No. 870 First-ave- 
nue, walked into the Nineteenth Precinct Police 
Station with a young man named John McGow- 
an, who was dripping wet. The boatman had 
just fished him out of the river at the foot of 
East Fifty-second-street, having been awakened 
by hearing cries for help. McGowan told a 


strange story. He said that about an hour be- 
fore he had sauntered down on the pier at the 
foot of Eleventh-street, and had there met a 
young girl who at once became very friendly. 
The girl asked him to take her out on the 
river. He complied, and they rowed up the 
river. Opposite Fifty-second-street the boat 
upset. The girl clung to him until both were 
exhausted, and he was obliged to let her drown, 
but saved himself by clinging to a log. Mc- 
Gowan detailed the same gid to Murray and 
at the police station. He said the girl’s name was 
Annie Jones, and that she lived at Yonkers. ln 
court he changed the story by saying that he 
tied the boat at Fifty-second-street and went 
up the street for beer. On his return the girl 
was gone. Then he untied the boat, and as 
he stepped into it it upset. Such was 
the story to which he clung last night. He ex- 
plained the discrepancies by saying that he was 
drunk when taken to the station house, Ex- 
cept tbat he was in the river neither of 
hisj accounts could be _ verified in any 
respect. His mother refused to help him, say- 
ing that he was utterly useless and that she had 
been obliged to have him arrested and sent to 
the Island for vagrancy. His brother said he 
was little better than half witted, and was 
mentally unable to tell the truth. The brotber 
thinks McGowan went to sleep on the pier, and 
in dreaming of the adventure mentioned rolled 
off into the river, and didn’t know enough to 
realize that,he had been dreaming. 





LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Fire yesterday morning destroyed the 
large four story factory building at West.

$6,000, with $3,000 insurance. The third floor was 
occupied by H. Diehl as a manufactory of cheap 
furniture. His loss is $3,000; partially insured.

The up er 
part of the rear was er by Pimes & Miller, 
furniture; damage, $2,500, insurance $1,000. 
This part of the building was destroyed by the 
falling of the south wall.

HOW THE SCHEMES OF ITS PROJECTORS

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—A member of

HEARTILY SICK OF THE FIGHT. 
THE EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS FROM 
CHICAGO MAKE A BAD SHOWING. 

CuicaGgo, Sept. 5.—Although the east- 
bound freight rates during the past week were 
only about one-half what they were for the 
week previous, freight shipments increased but 
little. The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions by the eight railroads from this city 
during the week amounted to only 35,022 tons, 
an increase of only 8,720 tons. 

This demonstrates how exceedingly dull the 
times are, and that no matter how low rates are 
freight will not go forward if there is no de- 
mand for it. Under ordinary circumstances 


with such an enormous reduction as was made 
last week, shipments would have more than 
doubled, The Vanderbilt roads adhered but for 
a day to théir resolution to charge no less than 
12 cents on grain from Chicago to New- 
Yoak, 10 cents to Philadelphia, and 9 
cents to Baltimore. It is claimed that 
they are pow making a rate of 10 cents on grain 
and 12 cents on Srovtone from Chicago to 
New-York. The Vanderbilt people claim that 
the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio, by 
making the usual differentials on export busi- 
ness at the twelve-cent basis to Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, enjoyed a great advantage over 
the New-York lines. The Pennsylvania people 
deny the charge that they have been taking busi- 
ness at less than a twelve-cent basis. Shippers 
claim, however, that they get a ten-cent rate 
from all linesexcept the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, which refuses to take business except 
from its regular customers, whom it has to pro- 
tect, at less than a fifteen-cent basis. It is quite 
probable that the Vanderbilt lines went below a 
twelve-cent rate forthe purpose of making the 
war odious, 

There are‘indications that the roads are get- 
ting heartily sick of this disastrous fight, and 
they would no doubt embrace the first opportu- 
nity to return rates to a paying basis if there 
Wwasany assurance that they could be main- 
tained. It was tearned this afternoon that a 
meeting of the Managers’ Committee of Eight- 
een has been called to be held in New-York 
Wednesday. Another effort is to be made to 
bring about the formation of the Central Traffic 
Association as a gross money pool. 


SIMPLY WATCHING ONE ANOTHER. 

NEw-ORLEANS, Sept. 5.—Thus far all re- 
mains quiet among the railroads here, the vari- 
ous passenger agents contenting themselves 
with closely watching each other to detect, if 
possible, any reduction in the rates. Travel out 
of the city has been very light during the past 
week, as was to be expected at this season 


of the year, and applications for tickets have 
been so few that very little inducement or op- 
portunity has been offered to railroad com- 
panies, even had they been so disposed, to cut 
the rates out of New-Orleans. Besides this the 
watching policy has had the effect of pane 
the passenger agents straight and heid them 
strictly to the agreements made by the repre- 
sentatives of the various competitive railroads. 

Still another reason assigned for the apparent 
lack of interest on the part of the agents is the 
rumor that a cutin rates on the part of any of 
the agents will be followed by official decapita- 
tion. There is every indication that an earnest 
effort is being made by the various railroads to 
pool the business out of New-Orleans, but there 
is a hitch somewhere, and the statement is made 
that the arrangement could readily be effected 
but for some dissatisfaction to the proposed 
terms on the part of tne Queen and Crescent 
lines. That there will eventually be sucb an 
arrangement there is but little doubt, and New- 
Orleans will be the first of all the Southern 
cities where the passenger traffic will be pooled, 
In Texas the matter has already been arranged 
by the Galveston traffic agreement, which went 
into effect on the Ist inst.

WRECKED ON THE WEST SHORE, 


A PASSENGER TRAIN DASHES INTO A 
FREIGHT TRAIN NEAR LITTLE FALLS, 

Newsura, N. Y., Sept. 5.—An accident 
occurred on the West Shore Railroad yesterday 
afternoon near Little Falls which came near re- 
sulting in a frightfu! loss of life. Passenger 
train No. 58, known as the day express, which 
leaves Buffalo at 9:10 A. M., left there on Thurs- 
day morning an hour and a half late, owing to 
the delay of the connecting train on the Grand 
Trunk Road from the West. The train consist- 
ed of six coaches and a bagerage car. It made 
fast time, and was,in fact, making up some of 


the lost time, andat the place mentioned the 
express was going ataspeed of nearly 40 miles 
an hour. 

When rounding a curve the engineer discov- 
ered ahead of him a freight train on the east- 
ward track, which was apparently standing still. 
He at once reversed his engine, applied the 
brake, and opened his sand box. te and the 
fireman then jumped for their lives. The pre- 
cautions taken .were insufficient to stop the 
train, and checked its speed only a little. With 
acrash the engine struck the caboose of the 
train ahead. The engine was badly wrecked, as 
was the baggage car and the caboose. The ca- 
boose went over the platform of the freight car 
ahead, which was loaded with corn. Tne corn 
ucted asa sort of a pad, and accounts in a large 
degree for the fact that no passengers were 
killed or injured and that the wreck was not 
greater. 

The passengers were delayed at the scene of 
the accident for nearly three hours. Then an 
engine arrived from Frankfort and brought the 
unbroken cars of the passenger train down the 
road after the wreck had n cleared enough 
to admit of their passage. Just why the freight 
train was on the eastward-bound track when a 
fast express train was due, and with no flag out, 
has not yet been mude entirely clear. 





ROBBED BY TRUSTEES. 


INDIANA TOWNSHIP WARRANTS FRAUDLU- 
LENTLY ISSUED FOR LARGE SUMS. 

Vincennes, Ind., Sept. 5.—A thorough 
investigation of the township Trustee swindle 
as perpetrated in Daviess County, Ind., 20 riles 
east of this city, reveals most astounding official 
corruption. Rumors had been rife in Washing- 
ton that all was not right with the affairs or 
Township Trustees C. H. Brown and John 
Grimsley, and these rumors became so general 
that some of the bondsmen of the Trustees peti- 
tioned to be released. There are three Trustees 
involved—Charles H. Brown, of Washing- 
ton Township; John Grimsley, of Steele 


Townsbip, and John Clark, of Barr 
township. It is said the Trustees$would issue 
long-time warrants on their respective town- 
ships drawing 8 per cent. interest. These war- 
rants, or orders, are the same as a note made 
payable at bank, and on their face show that 
they are executed by the township Trustee to 
the holder in consideration of a certain amount 
of money paid the Trustee for school supplies. 
A Trustee finds no trouble in disposing of these 
warrants. It is said the three Trustees men- 
tioned have been practicing this game to perfec- 
tion, and scores of the warrants have been 
issued, put upon the market, and grabbed up by 
mouey lenders. The Trustees are supposed to 
have gone to Canada. 

Some time wil! elapse before the full extent of 
the villianies will be known. -1f the warrants are 
legal Daviess County is ruined. If not—and the 
question is a fine point in law to be settled—then 
scores of capitalists in Indianapolis, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, and throughout the Middle 
States are out of pocket. It is estimated that 
warrants on Washington township have been 
issued to the amount of over $75,000, although 
some claim twice that amount; Steelo township, 
$50,000, and Barr township, $50,000, 





THE IRON ORE OUTPUT. 


GREATER THIS YEAR THAN LAST—SALES 
MADE AT LOW RATES, 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 5.—The status of 
the iron trade in the Marquette district, Lake 
Superior, seems as yet to be unaffected by the 
reported improvements in the tone of the East- 
ern markets. The Jackson Mine, the Jargest at 
Negaunee, and the oldest on the peninsula, has 
not yet sold a ton of the ore sent forward to 
Cleveland. The company’s furnace at Fa- 
yette was ‘blown out two months ago, 
with .a stock of nearly 25,000 tons of 
Pig iron on hand, for which no 
sale could be found. A report being circulated 
to the effect that the furnace will be blown in 
has no foundation. The Michigamme Mine, at 
Michigamme. has set 50 men at work shipping 
the stock pile, and it is said that the mine will be 
vigorously worked soon. The Pioneer Furnace, 
at Negaunee, the property of the Iron Chfts 
Company, aud the Deer Lake Furnace, at Ish- 
peming, have been shipping away Jarge stocks 
ot pig iron of late. It is understood that they 
were disposed of at very low rates, concessions 
being necessary to effect sales. 

The total output of iron ore from the Mar- 
quette and Menominee iron mines this season 
will fail several hundred thousand tons short of 
last year, but, on the other hand, the Minnesota 
Iron Company’s mines at Vermillion Lake will 
ship 250,000 to 300,000 tons the present season and 
the mines of the Gogebic district about 50,000 
tons more, so that really the output of Lake Su- 
perior iron ore will be greater tor the season of 
1885 than for that of 1884. 

SE AEERSEE SSE SIE a Poker 
WAS IT MURDER OR SUICIDE? 

MONTREAL, Sept. 5.—Detective Walsh, of 
Quebec, claims to have just received a docu- 
ment which removes all doubts as to the suicide 
of Kerr, the defaulter, from Stillwater, Minn., 
who came to his death so mysteriously from a 
pistol shot on an Intercolonial train not fong 
since. These doubts to some extent arose from 
the possibility of the American detective, Ke- 
hoe, naving exchanged pistols with the deceased 
man, as there was an absolute resemblance be- 
tween the two weapons, the only difference 
being that the one claimed by Kehoe was 
fully loaded, and the other, said _ to 
have belonged to Walsh,. had two chambers 
discharged. The document in question is 
an uffidavit regular!y made before a notary pub- 
lic in Cook County, Ill., by one James Earle, of 
Detroit, traveling Freight Agent of the Michi- 
gan Central Railway, who swears that three 
years ago at Chicago he gave Kehoe a revolver 
corresponding exactly to the description given 
at the inquest here by Walsh of the weapon 
which he saw in Kehoe’s possession the day be- 
fore Kerr’s shooting. Nevertheless, it is said 
that Kerr’s heirs are sti)l confident of their abil- 
ity to establish the murder theory and to seoure 
the heavy insurance on deceased’s life. Lawyer 
Marsh, who is acting for them, is continuing his 


researches without relaxation. One of his agents 
visited Quebec last week on the subject. 





ROWING IN THE DARE. 
An eight-oared shell race was rowed on 


the Hudson last evening between crews from 
the Nassau Boat Club of Harlem and the Pali- 
sade Boat Club of Yonkers. The course was 
from Glenwood to Ludlow Station, a distance of 
one mile anda half. It was almost dark when 
the shells started, and before the race was half 
finished it was impossible to distinguish one 
crew from tbe other. The Nassau crew was 
composed ot Frea Velmar, Joseph Wills, J. H, 
Gates, Robert Badgley, E. D. Appleton, F. 
G. MacDougal, Charles Badgley, &. O. Morse. 
stroke, and William Foster, coxswain. The 
Palisade crew were C. H. Rowland, W. G. Max- 
well, G. Frazier, J. B. Moffat, J. L. Adams, M,

INVESTIGATING MARX & CO,’S AFFAIRS—S. 
B. ROBINSON’S FAILURE. 

The Jewelry Board of Trade met at its 
rooms in the Benedict Building yesterday to 
consider the facts relating to the failure of Kos- 
suth Marx & Co., wholesale jewelers, at No. 39 
Maiden-lane. Beside smany members of the Board 
of Trade several outside creditors were present. 
J. W. J. Pierson,representing the Howard 
Watch and Clock Company, one of the 
concerns to which Marx & Co. are in- 
debted, was chosen Chairman. Mr. Cromwell, 
attorney for the Jewelry Board of Trade, 
who had been instructed to investigate the sus- 
pended firm’s affairs, said that he found the lia- 
bilities of the concern to be about $500,000, with 
actual preferences to creditors of about $60,000. 
All the New-York creditors, with two excep- 
tions, were preferred creditors. These two were 
Henley Brothers, of Maiden-lane, claiming about 

2,500, and D. L. Van Mopnes, the New-York rep- 
resentative of a Paris house, creditors to the 
amount of between $10,000 and $18,000. Those 
creditors who were preferred were secured for 
about 20 per cent. None of the European cred- 
itors were preterred, except F. Feldenheimer, of 
London, whose claim was £1,871. Regarding the 
assets of the firm, Mr. Cromwell said that he did 
not possess much satisfactory knowledge. They 
mostly consisted in stock in trade, but what 
they would realize it was impossible, in the ab- 
sence of definite information from Marx & Co., 
to state with any degree of correctness, Mr. 
Cromwell was not prepared to state what he 
thought the firm would eventually pay its 
creditors. It seemed, however, to be the sense 
of — present that the percentage would be 
small. 

A committee, consisting of William Smith, of 
William Smith & Co.; D. Untermeyer, of Keller 
& Untermeyer, and George W. Courvoisier, of 
the Courvoisier & Wilcox Manufacturing Com- 
pany, was appointed to investigate the affairs. 
The next meeting will probably be held about 
the middle of this week. 

Seth B. Robinson, importer and wholesale 
dealer in buttons, at No. 388 Broadway, doing 
business under the style of 8. B. Robinson & 
Co., made an assignment yesterday to John G. 
H. Meyers, without preferences. A. 8. Stiger 
was a partner, but retired from the firm Jan. 1, 
1885. Yesterday E. M. Stiger obtained a quick 
judgment for $1,372 against Mr. Robinson, and 
the Sheriff took possession at once. This pre- 
cipitated the assignment, which Mr. Robinson 
thinks will be only temporary. In the trade the 
liabilities were reported at about $100,000, and 
ee nominal assets were thougbt to pe much 
arger.

SERGE 
COSTLY ALTERATIONS IN MR. 
DALY’S THEATRE. 

MR, M’CAULL’S COMPANY IN ‘DIE FLEDER- 
MAUS”—ROSINA VOKES’S MOVEMENTS— 

MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 


The alterations in Mr. Daly’s theatre are 
extensive, though the merely casual observer 
might not pay great heed to them. Mr. Daly 
must have expended during the Summer some- 
where between $8,000 and $10,000 upon refur- 
nishing and decorating the interior of his al- 
ready handsome and elegant house. The lobby 
has been newly laid with marble tiles of the kind 
used in the Murray Hill Hotel, and of which 
the floor of Mr. Daly’s hallway is the only other 
example at present in New-York. There ts not 
an inch of the old carpeting in the entire the- 
atre, even the top gallery having been 
turnished with a handsome Wilton car- 
pet of expensive pattern. The new floor 
coverings are exceedingly rich and deep, 
and they give the house an even warmer and 
more luxurious appearance than it had before. 
New chandeliers of fine quality and graceful 
outlines hang in the lobbies, which also have 
been furnished with a new and richly carved 
mahogany dado over four feet high, skirting 
the entire space. Upstairs the crush room and 
lady’s apartments have been newly and com- 
pletely fitted throughout, all the old appliances 
having been removed and others of the latest 
pattern putin their place. The auditorium it- 
self has also been extensively changed. The 
same mahogany dado noticed in the rotunda has 
been carried around the whole interior of the 
house, a compiete new set of seats has been put 
into the lower floor, and four new boxes 
meade of heavy mabogany planking have 
been introduced in the rear of the orchestra 
chairs. There are two of these boxes on each 
side of the house. They are large and comfort- 
able, and they take the piace of the ends ot three 
rows of seats, which are sacrificed by Mr. Daly 
in order that the graceful and comfortable ap- 
pearance of his theatre may be better observed. 

he chairs which formerly occupied this floor 
of the theatre have been put into the first bal- 
cony, while those which used to be there have 
now been sent up to the upper circle. All the 
plastering on the under side of the lower bal- 
cony has been taken away and its place supplied 
by a complete new boarding covered with fresh 
decorations of asomewhat brighter tint than 
those which used to be there. The walls of the 
theatre have also been repapered, and new drap- 
eries and furniture have been put into the boxes, 
together with silver ice pitchers and other 
comforting equipments. r. Florence, who 
opens on Monday night the _ preliminary 
season at this theatre, receives all the advantage 
ot these important changesin Mr. Daly's estab- 
lishment, and no doubt fully appreciates their 
vaiue. He is to play until the 3d of October, 
after which time Mr. Daly wiil resume his regu- 
lar occupancy of the theatre. Mr. Daly opens 
with his own company on the 15th of September 
in Philadelphia, where he is to play for three 
weeks instead of two, as was formerly contem- 
plated. Upon his return to New-York tne thea- 
tre will remain ciosed for two days, during 
which time some still more complete redecora- 
tion will occur. His opening date in this city is 
set down as Oct. 7. He has now definitely de- 
cided to begin with * The Magistrate,” though 
he had been doubtful about this prior to a week 
azo. He has not been at all disturbed as to 
the value of the play itself, and made 
up his mind on first reading the manu- 
script that he would place it in the ré- 
pertoire of his theatre. It isa theory, however, 
that a manager’s most advantageous plan is to 
open his season with some piece requiring the 
services of as nearly the entire company as pos- 
sible, in order that the general public may have 
an opportunity to pass its Judgment uvon the 
value of the manager's engagements. The fact, 
however, that New-York is very thoroughly ac- 
auainted with the whole organization of Daly’s 
Theatre renders such a course not absolutely 
necessary. ** The Magistrate,” when it shall have 
run its course, will be followed by one of Mr. 
Daly’s adaptations from the German, and it is 
not likely that he will depart from this field of 
stage literature during the remainder of the sea- 
son. There seems, by the way, to be a marked 
and widespread matrimonial tendency among 
the members of Mr. Daly’s company. The 
report is that Miss Kingdon contem- 
plates marriage with Mr. Fred Stinson, and 
that Mr. Skinner is.engaged to marry Mrs.,Vir- 
ginia Dreher. I have no direct means of know- 
ing the condition of these stories as to accuracy, 
and they are repeated here merely as examples 
of the common gossip of thestreet. Mr. Stin- 
son, who is spoken of as the prospective groom 
of Miss ingdon, is the manager of Mme. 
Modjeska, representing that lady and her in- 
terests. He has tong been well known as a 
theatrical manager and agent, and is widely 
liked for his many leasant personal qualities. 
Next Spring Mr. Daly takes his company directly 
to London, keeping them there all Summer. It 
is is in consequence of this fact that he is seiling 
some of the out-of-town rights in his various 
coming plays. He has disposea of “The 
Magistrate” for New-England and San Francisco, 
but will probably reserve it for the use 
of his own cempany in Philadelphia - and 
Chicago. He has received one bid for it for the 
whole country, providing that these ‘other ar- 
rangements can be remodeied, and itis not at 
all: improbable that the proposition may be so 
shaped as to meet with Mr. Daly’s approval, I 
believe his company when in Lonaon this time 
will play atthe Strand Theatre, arrangements 
to that effect having been made with Mrs. Swan- 
borough, the lessee of that place of amusement, 
The Strand has been a particularlv lucky house 
for American -attractions. Mr. John 8. Clarke 
has played nearly all his successful London en- 
gagements upon its stage, and it was also in this 
place that Miss Minnie Palmer had her long and 
exceptionally prosperous period. The manage- 
ment have been offering this actress all 
kinds of inducements to come back to them 
for her next engagement in the Brit- 
ish capital, and the proposition would 
nave been viewed with favor by her if it were 
not that Mr. Daly’s contract begins ut so early a 
date a8 to prevent her trom securing arunof 
the length she desires to get. She proposes to 
remain in London for at least a year when she 
once begins there again. Following his English 
engagement, Mr. Daly will play as usual through 
the Winter in New-York, and the following 
Summer he will put in among the various im- 
portant American cities, from which he has al- 
ready received offers of aseries of remarkably 
large certuinties—in fact by all odds the heav- 
jest ever given fora stock company attraction 
in the United States. Take itall around, Mr. 
Daly stands to make a very great deal cf money 
during the next tew years. 


The company brought together by Mr. Mc- 
Caull for the production of the * Fiedermaus” 
at Wallack’s Theatre a week from to-morrow 
night includes most of the{people who were en- 
gaged In the successful representations of ‘*The 
Black Hussar,” together with a number of oth- 
ers of some importance. On the list are the 


names of Mme, Cottreliy, Rosalba Beecher, Olga 
Brandon, Jennie Prince, Mark Smith, De Wolf 
Hopper, Charles Plunkett, Edwin Hoff, Charles 
Dungan, L. M. Hall, and A. W. Maflin. The 
presentation will have the advantage of the 
choruses of the double company, including all 
the extra people who have been engaged to 
travel with “The Mikado” and “The Black 
Hussar.” Both of these operas are now being 
rehearsed for the road at Wallack’s Theatre, 
and as they are to oven just after the close of 
Mr. McCauli’s New-York season they can very 
readily be utilized. The * Fledermaus” will be 
kept on for two weeks, after which the company 
will be divided, a portion of its members going 
to Philadelphia to appear in “The Mikado,” 
while the rest begin their season at Pittsburg 
with “The Black Hussar."”

A great deal of attention has been attracted 
tothe question of international copyright by 
the cases of **The Mikado” and * Anselnia,” 
and theatrical managers and lawyers are moved 
to the point now where they are ready to pro- 
ceed to the establishment of some kind of a law 
that will be effective in the protection of for- 
eign plays. It has been proposed thata law of 
stage right, entireiy separate from the book law, 
should be drawn and presented.to Congress, and 
it is hkely that the movement will be placed in 
the bands of ex-Judge Dittenhoefer and 
Thomas J. Diehl, who have had more practical 
experience in this direction than any other legal 
authorities in the country. If, by any possibility, 
the decision in the ‘* Anselma”’ case should be 
that Miss Ethel has any mghts in ‘* Agnes’ be- 
yond her ownership of that individual manu- 
script, it will be seen that all recent 
complications regarding imported works have 
been useless. If Sardou could sell her the right 
to exclusively perform ‘Agnes” forever in the 
United States and could at the same time retain 
ail his rights in France, including that of publi- 
cation, then the whole question of international 
literary property rights is settled. It is true 
thatsuch adecision would upset every other 
theory that has thus far been advanced, and 
would go against ali precedents. And itis this 
that Judge Dittenhoefer holds that the other 
side of the case cannot stand. A movement is 
now on foot among managers to get up a sub- 
scription which will enable the pressing of the

ONE CLAIMANT FOR TOM DAVIS’S PROP- 
ERTY AT THE SURROGATE’S OFFICE. 

Charles Wortham, of Abilene, Texas, 
went yesterday to the office of the City Cham- 
berlain, where he deposited $1,500, for which he 
received a certificate of deposit.

The new torpedo boat, which sank 100 
feet northwest of Fort Lafayette Friday after- 
noon, was examined yesterday, and was found 
to haveasmall hole punched through the bot- 


tom. Divers visited it and placed canvas tempo- 
rarily over the damaged portion. They thought 
that at low tide the turret would be about three 
feet out of the water, and that they could pump 
the water from the vessel, which they will then 
take to the Government dock. The boat will be 
ready for launching again about the middle of 
next week. Jn order to avoid any further acci- 
dent resulting from a too sudden launch the

A LOOK AT THE CITADEL AND THE 
BIG FRENCH CATHEDRAL. 
DOWN THE BREAKNECK STAIRS—-WHERE 
AND WHY MONTGOMERY FELL—THE 
PAINTINGS IN THE SEMINARY CHAPEL, 

QveBeEc, Sept. 5.—If a man could take 
beautiful scenery for breakfast, historical 
interest for dinner, and sup on pure bra- 
cing air, what a place Quebec would be! 
But even with the necessity for a more 
Substantial diet, there is no place on this 
coutinent north of the Rio Grande that 
offers half the charm and beauty to the 
visitor that Quebec does. It is like Niag- 
ara Falls in having to be visited several 
times before you thoroughly appreciate 
it. No one need come here fora brief 
time expecting to ‘“‘do’’ the town and go 
home with a thorough knowledge of it. I 
thought I knew it’ pretty well, and even 
went so far once as to write three or four 
columns about it in Tue Times: but I 
see now that I knew very little 
about it then. New places, new sights, 
new old things open up every day 
till there seems to be no end to them. 
Any one of the cathedrals would furnish 
me with abundant material for a news- 
paper letter; so would the citadel, and as 
to trying to describe the entrancing sight 
that breaks uDon you as you step up upon 
the tower at one corner of the citadel and 
see men-of-war and ocean steamships lying 
far below you no bigger than canoes, Ll 
know better than to try it. There are 
places in the mountains of Mexico where, 
looking through little clefts in the leaf- 
covered rocks, you see miles and miles of 
cultivated valleys, dotted with cities, and 
the cities glistening with the domes and 
spires of churches, but nowhere else in 
America is there any scene to compare 
with the panorama spread at your feet as 
you look down in awe from the heights of 
the citadel of Quebec. The view from the 
old Mountain House in the Catskills is 
not to be lightly spoken of, but it is 
tame compared with this. And this time 
fortune has favored me, and putin my 
hanas the great Quebec tradition of the 
Golden Dog. I call it tradition (though 
itisa true story) because itis so full of 
blood and romance. Itis a wonderful tale 
of the early days when Quebec was the 
Versailles of America, with its court and 
its own aristocracy, and its great commer- 
cial houses doing the business that now we 
do in New-York. When I saw the Golden 
Dog built into the front wall of the new 
Post Office over the ‘entrance, and was 
told its wondertul history, my newspaper 
instinct jumped up to tell me that I had 
stumbled upon the best story it has ever 
been my lot to put on paper. But (Quebec 
of to-day furnishes so many things to be 
described or briefly mentioned, for the 
present I must leave the Golden Dog to 
keep his lonely vigil over the Canadian 
mails. 

After pondering for a day over the 
ancient history of the place tili one comes 
to think of Quebec not as a living city of 
the present, but as a fit companion for 
Pompeii or ancient Rome it is hard work 
to come back to to-day and remember 
that one can take a train in New-York 
after dinner on Monday and bein Quebec 
in time for lunch on ‘Tuesday, after a 
journey hardly to be equaled anywhere 
for speed or comfort. I took the 4:30 
afternoon train trom the Grand Central 
Station, on the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, and reached 
Springtield about 8 in the evening in time 
to catch the Quebec train on the Con- 
necticut River Road. An hour later I 
Was asleep in the most comfortable bed on 
wheels, the moonlit country tlying by out- 
side at a great rate, and the air inside de- 
lighifully fresh and cool. Fate had led 
me into a new-fashioned sleeping car, the 
like of which few people are acquainted 
with, but which seemed to me to com- 
bine all the requirements of a perfect 
‘3ome on Wheels. When I entered itit was 
a parlor car full of revolving easy chairs, 
and from little tables in front of them 
passengers were eating their suppers. 
There was no sign of sleeping arrange- 
ments anywhere. But presently some of 
the passengers, having finished their sup- 
pers and smoked their cigars, began to 
feel sleepy and the porter made prepara- 
tions to put them to bed. He began by 
taking two of the chairs off their pedestals 
and laying them (folded up) on the floor 
by the side of the car, so that they entirely 
disappeared. Then he drew out what had 
seemed to be a large panel in the wall, dis- 
closing behind it a rich store of mat- 
tresses, blankets, pillows, and every- 
thing necessary for a bed. The opened 
panels made the ends of a sec- 
tion, and heavy curtains shut it in 
from sight and sound. As I was booked 
for a whole section the upper berth was 
not made up, and I was soon in a hand- 
some little room and prepared for a good 
night’s rest. All this luxury I found ina 
car called the Louis XVI. belonging to 
the Monarch Parlor Sleeping Car Com- 
pany, apa when I take my all-rail trip 
around the world I intend to have this car 
chartered for the purpose. It was like 
sleeping at home, and in the morning, 
after nine hours of happy unconscious- 
ness, the beds all disappeared, the chairs 
came back, and we had a comfortable par- 
lor car again, with a well stockeG wuffet 
in one end and breakfast ready for the 
eating. 

Aiter leaving Newport, Vt., at thelower 
end of Lake Memphremagog, the train 
goes through a wild country that looks 
very much like theSouthwest. We passed 
iron mines and a big asbestus mine, where 
the asbestus came out looking like lumps 
of granite, surrounded by a white, flaky 
substance that looked and felt like wool. 
We went through (after passing the Cana- 
dian border without trouble from the 
Custom House men) many little French 
Canadian villages. every house built of: 
unpainted boards, with green paper shades 
in the windows and a narrow piazza in 
front, without any railto prevent the chil- 
dren from falling off and breaking their 
dear little necks. And children! They 
Swarmed everywherg. They seemed to 
grow on the bushes. They filled all the door- 
Ways, covered the piazzas, played in the 
front yards, where grass ought have been 
frowing, but was not, and made grimaces 
at the train. The air must be very pure 
up in this part of Canada, where so many 
chiidren fail to pay the penalty of being 
born. They and their parents were clad 
in all sorts of outlandish costumes. It was 
almost a frosty morning, and the young- 
sters running about with bare feet and 
legs made one shiver. About every other 
house was either a hotel or a boarding 
house. In one “town” of four unpainted 
houses two buildings on opposite corners 
bore the sign “Hotel.” Every town had 
one or two houses labeled ‘* Maison de Pen- 
sion,” as if boarders were expected to 
drop down out of the trees, I had had an in- 
definite notion of stopping off atsome quiet 
little Canadian town to learn somet ing 
of thecustoms of the people. That is an 
old trick of mine. But when I saw these 
hotels and bvarding houses, sometimes 
with their doors and windows open, so 
that I could see their bare interiors, their 
uncarpeted floors, and, worst of all, their 
Steep stairways, without banisters, run- 
ning up into the upper stories, al- 
most like ladders, | gave it up. 
There was too much of a_ suggestion 
of Southwestern fried bam and tough 
eggs about all the places to offer any in- 
ducement to stop and see the country and 
the odd people. Nearly all the signs were 
in French. Evefh the Post Offices hore the 
notice, ‘** Bureau de Billette.’”’ But rough 
as the country was it was handsome. The 
track often ran by the side of lakes 
Several miles long, and everywhere 
were steep, rocky hills covered with 
trees. On the more _ level spots 
the trees had been cut off and the 
stumps burned, giving such places a deso- 
late look. Atone place, not far from the 
dividing line between the two countries, 
we ran along the side of one of the hills 
inclosing a broad valley. in the centre a 
broad river and long narrow fields, in- 
closed with stone walls, running down to 
the water. At one end of the valley a 
town, and here and there a farmhouse 
built of stone and surrounded by big barns 
and outbuildings. It was as pretty a scene 
of rural quiet and agricultural wealth as 
one could find anywhere. At the upper 
end of the valley we came to a station, 
with curious old stone houses on a cliff 
above it, and in the distance a big 
convent. Some of the nuns were 
walking on the station platform. Queer 
old carriages stood in waiting, relics of 
another generation, and some of the nuns 
got into one of thasa v and were

driven away. Such odd scenes as this 
were continually breaking in upon us, and 
about 2 0’clock in the afternoon we came 
within sight of the St. Lawrence River a 
few miles below Quebec. On the other 
side of the river, two or three miies away, 
was one spot of darker green than all the 
rest running up the steep bank. In the 
midst of this dark green foliage a single 
strip of white ribbon extended from the 
top down to the river level. This white 
ribbon was the celebrated fall of the 
Montmorency, eight miles below Quebec, 
and there is no‘prettier view of it to be 
had anywhere, not even though you go 
close enough to hear the roar of the water, 
than from a train on the Quebec Central 
Railway. : 

At 2:30 we reached Point Levis, a town 
of considerable size across the river from 
Quebec, and a curious old ferrybout took 
us across the river—a boat that would 
hardity bear comparison with some of our 
North or East Klver ferryvboats, but still 
safe and comfortable. We did not get 
away from Point Levis, however, (we pas- 
sengers,; before the hac« drivers and 
** puides” had a little chance at us. Some 
of these guides were blessed with very 
higk-soundiug names, (they all presented 
their cards,) and they volunteered to show 
us the sights and furnish conveyances to 
take us to them. Of course, they cannot 
be expected to be as well up in the busi- 
ness as our real Yai.kee guides and hack- 
men, but for mere Canadians they 
do surprisingly well, these (Quebec 
fellows. One gentleman of dignified de- 
meauor had possession of my sacheland was 
almost out of sight with it before l had a 
chance to tell him thatI was not in need 
ofaguide. In front of the ferry landing, 
on the Quebec side, waited a rare lot of 
vehicles. There were a score or more of 
‘*four-wheelers’” drawn by very respecta- 
ble horses; and quite as many caleches 
looking very much like enlarged editions 
of our old-fashioned gigs, only several 
feet higher. Indeed, the first thing that a 
stranger notices about a Quebec carriage 
is that it is about three stories high. I 
don’t see how anybody but an athlete 
can get into a caleche without a step- 
ladder. The floorin them is not an inch 
less than four feetanda half above the 
ground. I have been possessed for 
several days of an absorbing desire to 
have a ride in one of these elevated 
chariots; but Iam not a good climber, and 
Ido not care to have a drive spoiled by 
wondering all through it whether I can 
get out without breaking my neck. So I 
have not triedit. One of the ‘‘four-wheel- 
ers,’”’ dragged by one unfortunate horse, 
carried two of us up to the St. Louis Hotel. 
The street leading up is about as nearly 
perpendicular as possible, but the horse 
was used to it, and did not mind when the 
shafts pointed to the sky and the hind 
wheels were somewhere down the hill. 
The St. Louis Hotel is the largest and 
pretty nearly the only one in Quebec. 
There aretwo others that a stranger would 
care to step at—the Kussell House and 
the Albion—but they and the _ St. 
Louis belong to the same company, 
the Chateau St. Louis tiotel Company, 
of which Willis Russell is President. 
So any American coming to Quebec has 
to depend on Willis kkussell for his board 
and jiojging. [ have not met this monopol- 
izer of hotels, but iind his St. Louis Hotel 
very comfortable indeed, for he has given 
meagrand big room on one corner, with 
one window overlooking the Wufferin 
terrace and some miles of river, and two 
more looking out over part of the city. a 
broad stretch of country, and the mount- 
ains far beyond. Anybody could be com- 
fortable in such quarters; and there are 
three good meals daily, with excellent serv- 
ice. ltshould be glad aiways to be as com- 
fortable in a hotel as Iam here in the St. 
Louis. There are several hnes of street 
cars here, but I have not succeeded yet in 
learning where any of them start from or 
where they go. At any rate, the only way 
to see a town is either to walk or go ina 
carriage, so as to go whereyou please and 
take your own time. Carriages are very 
plenty in Quebec. There are more of them 
here, for the size of the city, than I ever 
saw anywhere else. You can hardly turn 
in any of the principal streets without 
coming upon a hack stand. I asked my 
driver about it, and he said there was 
almost a public hack for every family in 
the city. I forget how many thousand 
dollars the hackmen pay the city every 
year for licenses—1 think it is $15,000; and 
the city might with great advantage spend 
alittle more of it in keeping the streets 
smoother. Most of the drivers, he said, 
own their own Vehicles, and do not belong 
to any combination. They pay for a license 
and get business wherever they can find 
it. So, as there are so many of them, and 
competition isso sharp, they do not grow 
suddenly rich. Most of the carriages in- 
side the city are reasonably good ones, 
drawn by good strong horses. Just outside 
the walls, on almost any road, are always 
to be seen stands of dilapidated country 
hacks waiting (generally in vain) for cus- 
tomers. 

There is a hack stand very close to the 
St. Louis Hotel, and the Grivers, leaving 
their vehicles down the street, congregate 
in front of the hotel doors and lie in wait 
for victims. The first evening I was here 
I went out to the telegraph office and was 
immediately seized by half a dozen of 
these enterprising drivers. It was long 
after dark, but they were trying to make 
engagements for nextday. One of them 
stuck to me so well that | asked him how 
much he wanted to drive me out to Mont- 
morency Falls. 

*1lt’s.a sixteen-mile drive there and 
back,”’ he replied, ‘‘and I’lltake you for 
$2 50.” 

I said something about that being 
reasonable enough, and he told me that 
the ‘** outsiders’’ had to compete with the 
liveryman in the hotel, so it brought prices 
down very low. I went back to the hotel 
without making any more definite ar- 
rangement than saying I ‘' would see 
about it,” and next morning, when I 
went out of the same door, a dozen hack- 
men started fonme. 

‘*Where is the man I was talking with 
last night?’ Lasked them. Of course I 
knew that in New-York every hackman 
in the party would spring forward and 
swear black and blue that he was the man. 
But here it was different. One solitary 
man stepped up, said he was the man, and 
all the others kept quiet. SolI engaged 
him for a drive around the city, with par- 
ticular directions not to forget *‘ that nar- 
row street full of stairs, nor the citadel, 
nor anything else worth seeing. We went 
to Saint this, Saint that, and Saint the 
other, till all the Saints seemed to have a 
fair showing. If there’sa saint in heaven 
who hasn’t a street or something named 
after him in Quebec he must feel slighted. 
We had a look at the big Parliament Build- 
ings, out of which some dynamiter blew 
two cornersayear ago; und theiron stairs, 
running from the lower town to the upper, 
built by some Board of Aldermen 
who have immortalized themselves by 
having their names cast in the 
iron. We stopped in front of the “‘ break- 
neck stairs,’’ a narrow street floored en- 
tirely with wooden steps, over which 
crowds of people were passing up and 
down. We drove for a mile or two along 
the foot: of the great rocky hill, with the 
Dufferin terrace almost over our beads 
and the St. Lawrence Kiver on the other 
side. The driver guide pointed out the 
place where Montgomery fell, marked by 
a big iron tablet; and small wonder he 
fell when he was fooling about such a 
steep rock. We saw where a great ava- 
lanche swept down off the cliff a few 
years ago, crushing a row of houses it fell 
upon and kiling the eight persons who 
wereinthem at the time; we even had 
the pleasure of seeing the house across 
the way in which the eight bodies were 
laid out. This seems to give tone to a 
house in Quebec, for they point cut with 
pride the house in which Montgomery was 
laid out, though I thought from the tablet 
it was on the side of the hill that he was 
“laid out.” 

My driver was an Irishman, with a very 
decided brogue. But he was an intelli- 
gent guide, and told me many things 
about Quebec that I never knew before. 
Dates he had at his fingers’ ends, and 
upon comparing what he told me with a 
trustworthy cyclopedia I do not find that 
he made any mistakes. If I could tell you 
with his rich brogue, pointing out the 
places mentioned as we go along, and give 
you all the while the sweet fragrance of 
Canadian whisky and strong tobacco that 
he gave me when he talked, perhaps you 
would not mind my putting in a few 
dates. The city was founded in 1608, and 
has about 70,000 inhabitants, of whom 
fully 60,000 are Roman Catholics. This 
little pointer about the temperature 1 did 
notsget from the driver, but out of a 
book—that the average temperature for 
the year is 39° and the ayerage in Winter 
10°! Ice is very cheap here in Winter. 
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and St. Charles Rivers, 250 miles from the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence. The greater 
part of it 1s on a promonotory, the eastern 
end of which is known as Cape Diamond, 
and which is 333 feet above the leyel of the 
river. The lower town is built around the 
base of Cape Diamond, and there is a cu- 
rious steam elevator to carry passengers 
from the lower town to the upper for a 
small charge. The river here is narrow, 
only a little over balf a mile wide, but so 
deep that the Great Eastern has ridden at 
anchor init. The tide rises and falls from 
12 to 15 feet, so that wharves have to be 
built very high, and at low water they 
look like great black walls. The ‘St. 
Charles River at ebb tide is almost empty ; 
at tlood tide it isa broad, deep river. At 
the end of some of the wharves the water 
is said to be 50 feet deep at low tide. There 
are 1) churches in the city and_1 syna- 
gogue—7 Catholic, 7 Church of England, 
and 5 “seattering.” Now, this is only a 
homeopathic dose of figures, and I will 
not intlict any more of them upon you at 
present. 

We drove to the queer littie old French 
church, the oldest in Quebec, and found a 
dozen people in 1t on their knees, incited 
to devotion, no doubt, by notices posted 
near the entrance, printed in both French 
and English, to the effect that indulgences 
would be granted to worshipers who de- 
voutly repeated 100 Ave Marias “for the 
benefit of souls in purgatory.’’ We went 
to the Basilica, the great !rench cathe- 
dral, and there!I found two holy articles 
that engaged my attention and claimed 
my admiration for 15 minutes. They were 
not on or under the altar, and did not, in- 
deed, seem to be treated with great rever- 
ence by the other visitors. But I was 
almost ready to worshipthem. They were 
two great stoves covered with plaster 
tiles, white and shiny—such stoves as we 
read about sometimes in old French or 
German stories, but seldom see in this 
country. There were peoplein the cathe- 
dral on their knees, as there almost al- 
ways are, and others, Americans, looking 
atthe curiosities and admiring the paint- 
ings and the handsome work about the 
altar. But for paintings, I came across 
nothing in Quebec to compare with those 
in the’ seminary chapel, adjoining the 
French cathedral. There [found 138 beau- 
tiful pictures, all done by old French art- 
ists, on such subjects as *‘The Virgin Min- 
istered to by the Angels,” ‘‘'The Saviour 
on the Cross,’ ‘‘The Trance of St. 
Anthony,”’ “The Baptism of 
Christ.” Without setting up for a 
judge of paintings, I am_ satisfied that 
{ never saw better ones. But paintings 
were not all. ‘**‘ The wooden bust of the 
Apostle St. Paul [this is from the cata- 
logue] on the left of the central altar, by 
Giovanni Anderlini, contains a link of St. 
Paul’s chain during his captivity in 
Rome.” Andanother: ‘On the right the 
bust of St. Francis de Sales, by the same 
author, contains a large parcel of a rib of 
this holy Bishop and doctor.” If you 
don’t like the ribs and chains, you know, 
you don’t need to let them worry you; 
but if you know the difference between a 
chromo and a woodcut you'll be sure to 
like the paintings. 

I wasshown through the citadel by a gal- 
lant young soldier in a brave new uni- 
form. How grand, | thought, to be a 
young warrior stationed in such an im- 
pregnable fortress. Alas, through all his 
trench accent, I learned that he was but a 
shoemaker’s apprentice from the lower 
town, enlisted for four months, at 50 cents 
aday. Heshowed me all the sights, and 
it was worth while to see his face light up 
when the bugle sounded for dinner. He 
said they had plenty to eat, and were off 
duty every day after 2 o’clock, when they 
were at liberty to go down into the city, so 
they were back by 9:30. Of ‘‘ the narrow- 
est street in Quebec,’”’ half a mile long, 
paved with planks, and just wide enough 
for a single carriage to go through with- 
out rubbing its hubs against the walls of 
the houses, and with two or three Ameri- 
can ladies sitting on camp stools in it 
making sketches, I can only make brief 
mention, and I have no notion of spoiling 
a good story by beginning here to tell 
about the delightful drive to the Falls of 
Montmorency through the quaint French 
village of Beauport, a village of 5 miles 
long and 50 feet wide.

THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS A BAR. 
After several adjournments the case of 
The People against Mary Vandenwende, who 
had been arrested on a charge of bigamy, came 
up before Acting City Judze F. X. Donoghue, of 
Yonkers, yesterday morning. In 1878 she mar- 
ried James Braidwood, of Mount Vernon. They 
lived together only ashort time and separated, 
mutually agreeing not to interfere with each 
other. As she had not heard anything from him 
foralong time, on April 7, 1880, she married 
Lane Vandenwende, Unexpectedly the first 
husband put in an appearance, but did not take 
any action against his wife. Vandenwende, 
however, caused her arrest on the charge of 
bigamy. In court yesterday morning her coun- 
sel, John H. Ferguson, urged that the Statute of 
Limitations acted as a bar to any action against 
the prisoner, more than fliye years having 
elapsed since her second marriage and she hav- 
ing resided in the State all that time. The Judge 
took that view of it also and; discharged her. 
She was then served with papers in an action 
brought by her second husband in the Supreme 
Court to have their marriage annulled.

The question at stake is whether it 
is constitutional to deduct the two-dollar fee 
necessary to come under the benefits of the 
fund from the policemen’s salary, as it is held 
that a policeman is paid so much and has a right 
to do with his entire salary as he pleases.

Gregory is now in 
demand, Since receiving the money he has not 
been seen or heard from. He left town the fol- 
lowing day, taking with him, it is said, the 
money. Gregory is the son of one of the most 
influential citizens in the village.

SUSPECTED OF WIFE 


THE SUDDEN DEATH YESTERDAY MORNING 
OF ELIZABETH SLATTERY. 

Shortly after midnight yesterday John 
B. Slattery, who lives on the third floor of the 
house on the southwest corner of Eighty-ninth- 
street and Third-avenue, attempted to get out 
of bed to go after a drink of whisky. His wife, 
Elizabeth, said: ** Hold on, John; I have some 
in the house,” and brought him the liquor. He 
then went to sleep and slept for a couple of 


hours or more, when he wot up and missed 
his wife. According to his own story he 
found her lying over the sink and dead. He 
then laid her on the floor, Rushing out of the 
house he found Policeman Thomas Henry, of 
the Kast Eighty-eighth-street station, and told 
him that his wife had just dropped dead up 
stairs and that he had sent for a doctor. He 
wanted the policeman to notify the Coroner to 
come and view the body. fficer Henry tol- 
lowed Slattery up stairs into his apartments and 
found the body of the woman on the floor, clad 
inachemise. He examined the body and saw a 
black mark upon the throat. There was a dark 
mark an inch ana a balf long on the left cheek 
just by the lower jawbone, a black and blue 
mark was on her chin and another on her shoul- 
der. Her left eye was also black and blue, Officer 
Henry, thinking these marks might arise from 
violence, as they appeared like finger marks us 
if made in choking the woman, arrested the man 
and took him to the station house. Afterward 
Dr. Sprague, of Ninetieth-street and Lexington- 
avepue, saw the body, but failed to discover the 
marks reported by the policeman, except the 
black one on the lower jaw and the black eye. 
When the doctor examined the body it was still 
warm, but pulseless. A post mortem. he thought, 
would prove that death had resulted from apo- 
plexy or heart disease. 

Others think that Siattery knows much more 
about his wife’s death than he cares to tell. She 
was a good-sized woman, with a fair, intelligent 
face. She and her husband had lived in the 
house for three months. Slattery is a book- 
keeper for George Lauboren, of No. 133 Beek- 
man-street. Both he and his wife were accus- 
tomed to drink liquor. Sl{ttery says his wife 
received the black eye a week ago when under 
the influence af drink. There has been consid- 
erable trouble be ween the two, to which neigh- 
bors can testify. Slattery’s first wife wasa sis- 
ter of the woman who died yesterday. She died 
suddeniy ot heart disease several years ago. 
Slattery was remanded at the Harlem Police 
Court to await the action of the Coroner. Two 
whisky bottles were tound in his room.

But what is really re- 
markable is the further provision that even in 
the case of Salvationist meetings lawfully held 
in private houses parents are forbidden to let 
their children attend under penalty of a fine.

The rumors regarding the resignation of 
Mr. Vinas cannot be traced to any trust- 
worthy source. It is not unlikely, as be- 
lieved in Washington, that they were 
started for stock jobbing purposes. Wall- 
street at this moment is in a much more 
excitable state than at any time fora long 
while. The outsiders have been taking a 
moderate and limited interest in its pro- 
ceedings, and some of their money— 
though not much—has been drawn into 
the current., Under these circumstances 
the withdrawai of Mr. ViLas would have 
some influence upon the mercurial temper 
of the gentlemen who deal in Pacific 
Mail stock. But Mr. Vivas has no pres- 
ent intention of withdrawing. 








The smashing of a fast express train on 
the West Shore Road into a freight train 
standing near a curve is about as inex- 
cusable an ‘‘accident” as could well be 
conceived of. Luckily—and it was sheer 
luck—no one was either killed or injured, 
but the occurrence was one of such an 
outrageous nature that it should be thor- 
oughly investigated, and those responsible 
for it should be severely disciplined. 











Our London correspondent informs us 
of a project, upon which the Queen is be- 
lieved to have set her heart, for putting 
one of her sons at the head of the army 
and another at the head of the navy. The 
Duke of WELLINGTON once besought her 
Majesty, whatever she yielded in other 
respects? to keep the command of 
the army in her own hands. This 
admonition seems to have made 
a deep impression upon the royal 
mind, and to it may be attributed 
the prevalence through so many years of 
that remarkable military hero, the Duke 
of CAMBRIDGE. The Iron Duke can scarce- 
ly have meant that the Queen should so 
interpret and apply his counsel as to put 
& Wooden Duke in his place. The effect 
of this interpretation has been to make 
the British Army as little formi- 
dable as possible to the Queen’s 
enemies, whereas her counselor un- 
doubtedly intended that it should be 
fo them an object of apprehension. 
Prince ARTHUR, in command of the 
army, would probably keep it as nearly as 
_be could in that condition of inefficiency 





to which his mother’s cousin has reduced 
it by the labors of many years. He has 
not, however, got himself disliked by the 
people of England. This is more than 
can be said of the Duke of Edinburgh, 
whose appointment to the command of 
the’navy would be met with general and 
determined opposition. 








As an advertisement Mr. HINcKLEy’s 
effort to bring the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners into court may have its advan- 
tages, but the public cannot be expected 
to take much interest in an enterprise of 
60 strictly private a character. 














The New-York baseball players had bet- 
ter look out. Eachclub of the League has 
112 games to play. Of these Chicago has 
now played 91, of which 73 are victories 
and 18 defeats. New-York has played 90, 
of which 170 are victories and 20 de- 
feats. The gap that must be closed 
if the New-York Club is to win the 
championship was widened yesterday 
when Chicago scored a victory and New- 
York a defeat. It is to be hoped that 


| New-York in getting itself beaten is not 
} actuated by the hope that its defeats will 


tend to mitigate the asperities of the Chi- 
cago press in its treatment of New-York. 
That is altogether hopeless, If they are 
beaten they will be contemned as dudes 
and anglomaniacs, while if they win they 
will be denounced asa brutal and ignorant 
foreign rabble. 











A resident of Washington who has re- 
cently visited the Old World reports that 
he saw Capt. HowGaTEe in England. He 
also imparts the highly interesting in- 
formation that the fugitive thief ‘is now 
negotiating with the executors of the late 
Prof. VENNOR and others to establish a 
system of weather predictions for Canada 
and for South America, to be operated 
partly in conjunction with the serv- 
ice in the United States,” and is 
coming to America for the purpose of 
carrying out his plans. Perhaps HowGaTe 
thinks that the Dominion Government 
can be induced to make him disbursing 
agent in a new weather bureau. If he 
should extend his journey to the city of 
Washington he would find the weather 
there remarkably and uncomfortably 
warm—perilously warm, in fact, for How- 
GATE. The temperature there for him can 
be predicted with absolute certainty. 








THE PRESIDENT AND REFORM. 


Our readers will find in another column 
a letter from Mr. EVERETT P. WHEELER, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Civil Service Reform Association, to 
the Hon. Lynpz Harrison, of New- 
Haven. Mr. WHEELER is an earnest and 
effective worker in the reform movement, 
and anything he may have to say in re- 
gard to the course of President CLEVE- 
LAND in that matter is entitled to consid- 
eration. But we cannot think that his 
comments in this case are entirely consist- 
ent and logical He is of the opinion 
that ‘‘the removal of or failure to reap- 
point competent Republican officers by the 
President has not injured the cause of 
civil service reform,” because one of the 
President’s duties was ‘‘ to redress the 
wrong that had been done to one-half 
the people of this country by their uni- 
form exclusion from holding office under 
the Federal Government.” This is a view 
for which something can be said. It is 
certainly one that must be considered in 
forming an estimate of Mr. CLEVELAND'S 
action and his motives. 

But if it was one of the President’s 
duties to redress the wrong suffered by 
one-half the people by making changes 
in the offices, we see no reason why we 
should ‘‘admire the courage of the man 
who has made so few,” or why we should 
“appreciate his fidelity to his pledges 
when we remember that he has done 
what no Republican Administration ever 
did—appoint men of the opposite 
party to; high and important office.” 
It seems to us that Mr. WHEELER 
confuses the facts which bear on 
the President’s consistency with his 
professions and those which bear on 
that entirely businesslike and unpartisan 
Administration of the civil service which 
is the ultimate, though not the immedi- 
ate, aim of civil service reformers. We 
have repeatedly said that the President, 
so far as we can judge, has fairly and 
honestly adhered to the promises, ex- 
pressed or implied, that he has made as to 
the civil service. He has faithfully en- 
forced the law of 1883; he has confined 
his removals from office before the ex- 
piration of the term of appointment to 
cases where he believed he had good 
cause for removal, and he has not made 
appointments to office from partisan rea- 
sons where he intended that the service 
should suffer. And in the cases men- 
tioned by Mr. WHEELER he has gone be- 
yond this. He cannot fairly be accused 
of violating his pledges. He has done all 
that could be reasonably expected of him 
and more. He has done very much more 
than could have been hoped from Mr. 
BLAINE. 

But that he might with advantage to 
the public interest have done still more, 
and may yet do very much more, appears 
to us obvious. We cannot concede that it 
is in that interest that the offices under 
the Federal Government shall be divided 
equally between any classes of the Amer- 
ican people, and certainly not that such a 
result should be attained by the removal 
of competent officials, whether Republic- 
ans or not, It may be necessary, as pub- 
lic opinion now is, to go through such a 
process, and if the President undertakes 
it he betrays no promises, but he assumes 
a very difficult task, and all civil 
service reformers may well watch his 
progress with anxiety both for him and 
for the reform. For ourselves we can see 
no valid reason why politics should have 
anything to do with either appointments 
to or removals from offices which do not 
involve the exercise of discretion regard- 
ing the policy of the Government. When 
** public office” really becomes a ‘“‘ public 
trust” this ideal will be achieved, and we 
have such faith in the sense and loyalty 
of the American people that we are con- 
vineed that if Mr. CLEVELAND would 


‘make that his standard and act up to it 


without flinching—not after the offices

have been evenly divided, but now—he 
would command such popular strength as 
no President ever before had. 








SPAIN, GERMANY, AND YAP. 


National sensibility is a strange feeling. 
Last -year the Spaniards were in a state 
of rage over the indignities offered to 
King ALFonso by a Paris mob for having 
accepted honorary rank in the German 
Army. The effect of this ebullition 
seemed to be to secure for some time to 
come a cordial friendliness between Ger- 
many and Spain, as well as a feeling the 
reverse of friendly between France and 
Spain. Now the Spanish people, in so 
far as their feelings are indicated by the 
populace of Madrid, are animated by an 
active hatred of Germany, and the 
‘‘ Uhlan King” seems to have fallen into 
unpopularity, if not into positive disre- 
pute, by his failure to resent the aggres- 
sion of Germany. The Madrid mob has 
relieved its emotions by successively sack- 
ing the German embassy and cheering itself 
hoarse before the embassy of France. 

All this disturbance arises from the re- 
port that a German gunboat hoisted a 
flag over the island of Yap, in the equa- 
torial Pacific, and claimed it as a German 
possession while some Spanish men-of- 
war were leisurely preparing to make the 
same demonstration .and enter the same 
claim on behalf of Spain. It is not prob- 
able that one in five hundred of the peo- 
ple of Madrid ever heard the name of Yap 
until they heard of this event in its un- 
eventful history. Yet the whole excitable 
element of the population was at once 
as profoundly stirred as if the Germans 
had taken possession of Havana. One 
would suppose to read the reports of their 
doings that Yap had been universally rec- 
ognized by Spaniards as the brightest 
jewel in the Spanish crown. The lower 
classes of the population of Madrid have 
their good points, but among them can 
scarcely be counted a keen curiosity about 
what is going on in the world and an 
abundance of exact information concern- 
ing thesame. Unless the Spanish press 
has been more enterprising than usual, all 
that the people of Madrid know about Yap 
is what we now know, that it is claimed 
by both Germany and Spain, and that 
Germany has been more prompt than 
Spain in putting its claim into palpable 
form and backing it up with the ad- 
vantage of possession. This situation 
does not of itself appear to warrant the 
tearing down of the German coat of 
arms from the German embassy, nor 
would it have led to that result unless 
the people who composed the mob had 
been in an unusually touchy state of 
mind before the news of the outrage at 
Yap arrived. 

The Spanish claim to the islands, like 
the Spanish claim to everything else out- 
side the peninsula itself, dates from the 
sixteenth century, when Spain was an 
aggressively enterprising nation, and is a 
claim by right of discovery. The fact of 
discovery is unquestioned as to several of 
the groups of islands, but Spain claims the 
whole archipelago, to which she has given 
the name of the Carolines, whereas at least 
one group of islands owes its discovery 
to Drake. England has never formally 
surrendered any claim which this discov- 
ery may give her. It is true that she has 
never enforced her claim by making a 
profitable use of the islands; but neither 
has Spain. As for Germany, it will be 
difficult for her to trump up any claim of 
a title by prescription such as Spain can 
show to many at least of the islands. Her 
practical claim is that she can make bet- 
ter use of them than can the descendants 
and representatives of their discoverers. 

Though this claim could not be set up 
before any formal tribunal it ought to carry 
much weight in the formation of public 
opinion. ‘The island of Yap itself is but 
ten miles long, and its commercial possi- 
bilities cannot appear very attractive to 
the most ardent*advocate of German col- 
onization. One of the few things that are 
known about it is thatit has an excellent 
harbor. If Germany covets this harbor 
merely as a naval station for her squad- 
ron in the Pacific there is no reason 
why anybody out of Germany should 
sympathize with her purpose. But if she 
means to institute upon this group of isl- 
ands one of the experiments in coloniza- 
tion which the German Government 
seems to be bent upon trying there is no 
reason why she should be hindered by a 
medizeval claim of Spain. We may think 
the experiment of an equatorial colony in 
the Pacific ill-judged and foredoomed to 
failure. We mayeven hold the same 
opinion concerning the whole attempt 
upon which Germany has entered to deflect 
the current of migration established by 
natural laws. But nobody, can pretend 
that it is to the interest of civilization that 
Spain should succeed in keeping Germany 
out of the islands. Whatever Germany 
means to do with the Carolines it cannot 
be less desirable than what Spain has done 
with them—that is to say, nothing at all. 
It will be unfortunate if the Spanish Gov- 
ernment is prodded by Spanish mobs into 
taking up the position of a dog in the 
manger and insisting that possessions 
which are of no use to Spain shall be of no 
use to any other power. 








THE OPINIONS OF GHOSTS. 


The late HENRY SEYBERT, a rich Spirit- 
ualist of Philadelphia, gave to the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania $60,000 to be used 
in founding and supporting a chair of 
moral and intellectual philosophy, the sole 
condition being that a,commission appoint- 
ed by the university Faculty should make 
a thorough and impartial investigation of 
modern Spiritualism, A commission was 
appointed, and it has been at work for 
a year or two. In March last an- 
other rich Spiritualist, Mr. THomas R. 
Hazarp, of Rhode Island, then in his 
eighty-ninth year, became convinced that 
the Commissioners were disqualified by 
‘** education, habit of thought, and preju- 
dices.” He entered a protest in behalf of 
his old friend SzyBrrt. Having done 
this, he proceeded to enlighten the people 
of Philadelphia by publishing in one of 
the city newspapers a series of long let- 
ters showing how wonderful his experi- 
ence had been with mediums and spirits, 

This amiable old gentleman, well pro- 





vided with this world’s goods, has en- | 


joyed the friendship—disinterested, of 
course—of a host of cabinet artists, bell- 
ringers, materializers, and slate- writers, 
who have introduced him to a large circle 
of energetic and industrious spirits. The 
poet LONGFELLOW and the, philosopher 
EMERSON have communed with him, and 
TIGER-FACED JIM, one of the Chiricahua 
Apaches, has sat by his side and given 
him many proofs of warm and devoted 
friendship. The communications from 
these and other spirits! which he has 
published must be discouraging to 
Spiritualists. They do not indicate that 
the spirit life isa life of progress. They 
are for the most part intended to develop 
and support the business of the mediums 
and to expose the wickedness of skeptics. 
For example, CHARLOTTE BRONTE is re- 
ported as saying: ‘‘ The trouble lies in the 
fact that not one in a hundred is fit to at- 
tend a materializing séance. In fact, but 
few of the people of to-day have sense 
and discretion enough to investigate 
Spiritualism.” The following is all that 
Mr. HazaRD appears to have received 
from EMERSON: 

“There are spirits that can in a moment’s 
time manufacture garments very well of cloth 
so natural and palpable to the touch as to bear 
handling and even preserving. This is not a 
generally given power, but many of the evil 
ones have stolen, as it were, the livery of heaven 
to serve evil purposes, and by learning as they 
have done of these manufactures have brought 
discredit on the medium.” 


But old Mr. Hazarp seems to be greatly 
cheered and encouraged by the discovery 
that Emerson has been making a special 
study of diaphanous garments for the 
benefit of earthly materializers, and by 
the repeated assurance that FrLicia Hu- 
MANS, CHARLOTTE CUSHMAN, HuGH : MIL- 
LER, and transplanted Apaches are de- 
voting the greater part of their time to the 
vindication of the interesting persons 
who work the dark cabinets and play upon 
invisible Banjos with ghostly fingers. 

The publication of his letters has led 
other Spiritualists to make successful ap- 
plications for space in the columns of the 
same accommodating newspaper, and by 
far the most remarkable of their letters is 
one in which Mr. Josep Woop sets forth 
the discoveries made in the spirit land by 
the late Mr. SamuEL BOWLES concerning 
the generation of cyclones and tornadoes. 
These ‘‘ discoveries” are a mass of absurd 
nonsense, evidently invented by a medium 
whose intellect needs development. There 
isa great deal. of talk about planetary 
conjunctions, ‘‘ impurities” in the spir- 
itual.atmosphere that oppress the “spirit 
lungs,” strange and new currents of air 
that cause or transmit ‘‘ unheard-of dis- 
eases,” ‘‘ electrical emanations” from the 
planets that affect the human disposition 
and cause wars, and small black particles 
that are emanations from ‘‘ the impuri- 
ties of the earth.” Nearly a column of 
this idiotic bosh is published as the re- 
sults of Mr. Bowtss’s careful inquiries 
and observations. 

How can men of sense deliberately dis- 
honor in this way the memory of a man 
who in life deserved and enjoyed the re- 
spect of all who respect rare intelligence, 
common sense, and energy displayed as 
they were displayed in Mr. BowLeEs’s 
career? Why should such stuff be pub- 
lished by journalists who know how ex- 
cellent was his work in their own field? 








THE DEARTH OF DRAMATISTS. 


With the opening of the Fall and Win- 
ter theatrical season that oft-mentioned 
but somewhat intangible personage 
known as the ‘‘ young American drama- 
tist’’ comes to the front for at least a brief 
period. The day is at hand when travel- 
ing companies must be freshly equipped 
with plays, when actors and actresses, 
weary of ‘‘stock engagements,” deter- 
mine upon breaking their shackles and 
soaring into:the planetary regions of the 
great stars. For a few weeks kindly 
newspapers will teem with telegrams 
recording the overwhelming success 
of Mr. Brown’s new comedy, of Mr. 
Smith’s new melodrama, and of Mr. Rob- 
inson’s new farcical extravaganza. Then 
less kindly but more accurate journals 
describe the homeward march of most of 
the new-fledged companies, and people 
interested in these matters will conclude 
that the young American author's latest 
products may have won the good-will of 
the press, but that they have been severe- 
ly let alone by the public. Out of fifty 
more or less ambitious works, scarcely 
two are likely to survive until Spring. 

The American dramatic author is, in 
point of fact, a good deal of a myth, and 
is likely to continue so for many years. 
Half a dozen gentlemen could, indeed, be 
mentioned as having earned comfortable 
sums of money by a few lucky hits, and 
particularly by fitting certain players with 
pieces suited to their respective powers 
and in a majority of cases calculated to 
serve as frames for what is technically 


spoken of as specialties, Thus, given an 


actor who in early life was a blacksmith, 
the American dramatist is called upon to 
construct a play in which a forge, an 
anvil, and a horseshoe shall be pivotal 
points of the story. Not a few comedians 
have taken the hint conveyed by Mr. 
Crummies’s commission to Nicholas 
Nickleby, and the familiar tale of the 
drama built around the managerial 
tubs, considered in the light of known 
facts, has nowadays no ring of improba- 
bility. But plays revolving around an- 
vils and tubs, or depending for popularity 
upon lighthouses, moving railway trains, 
and reproductions of telegraph Offices are 
not dramas, and the labor attendant upon 
their production-can scarcely be regarded 
even as useful schooling for the aspiring 
author. And there are not half a dozen 
men inthe United States that have done 
anything better than can be accomplished 
in fulfillment of such orders as ‘* variety” 
and ‘specialty artists” occasionally give. 
If the best work submitted to American 
audiences by their favorite playwrights is 
subjected to comparison with such writing 
as AUGIER, SaRDovU, the younger DuMas, 
and the minor authors of modern France— 
to refer to the model playwrights of the 
world—have contributed to the stage, it 
must be confessed that the cisatlantic ex- 
hibit is not a brilliant one. 

There are two causes for this cheerless 
condition of affairs. One of them may 
be counteracted by a reasonable outlay of 
time and patience, but the other can only 





be overcome by the slow progress of 
years. The first is to be found in the 
vast amount of toil which has preceded, 
in almost every instance, the liberal 
measure of fame and fortune which has 
finally been meted out to the successful 
dramatist. Some French playwrights are 
actors that-had grown gray on the boards 
before they bound up the mastered tech- 
nique of their art with such literary ma- 
terial as they or their more polished co- 
laborers were able to put into their pieces. 
Others, like Sarpov, had devoted years to 
historical and literary research ere they 
turned their attention to dramatic com- 
position. In one respect, however, the 
experience of all was identically the same: 
every one wrote a prodigious number of 
bad plays before bringing forth a single 
piece that was.adjudged worthy of repre- 
sentation. Is it admissible, when the 
spectator notes the ‘feeble imitation of 
other men’s works, the superficial sketches 
of character, and the commonplace dia- 
logue of most native products, that they 
are the outcome of either close study of 
dramatic literature or of personal ac- 
quaintance with the mechanism of the 
stage? As far as good results can be se- 
cured by emulating the methods of for- 
eign writers some advance on the part of 
American dramatic authors should cer- 
tainly be demanded and expected. 

The second cause of the inferiority of 
American plays is, unhappily, less easy of 
removal. It lies in the relative dearth 
of suitable subjects and personages. 
What have we to offset in respect of in- 
terest and color'the marvelous but seldom 
exaggerated characters that live in the 
French drama of the.period? Where are 
the counterparts of the heroes and 
heroines of the variegated society 
painted by SanpEav, SaRpov, and 
Dumas the younger? The American 
playwright who seeks in real life well de- 
fined personages is bound to have.a pretty 
trying experience, and between the lack 
of practice, which he habitually discloses, 
and the want of proper material, it is not 
astonishing that he should as a rule prove 
aslender title to the distinction gener- 
ously, if not wisely, claimed for him.

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TRYING TO GET VIGNAUX, 


—_—_~.>_—_—— 
HE IS INVITED TO PLAY IN THE PROPOSED 
CHICAGO BILLIARD TOURNAMENT. 


Cuicaao, Sept. 5.—The Billiard Room 
Keepers’ Association, of this city, to-day cabled 
Mr. Bensinger, of the Brunswick-Balke-Collen- 
der Company, who is now in Paris, to offer 
Maurice Vignaux $2,000 for expenses if he will 
come to Chicago and take part in the balk line 
tournament suggested some time ago by George 
F. Slosson. Mr. Bensinger arrived in Paris on 
Thursday and immediately sought out Vignaux, 
with a view to inducing him to cross the ocean. 


Yesterday Mr. Bensinger cabled the Room 
Keepers’ Associationjasking how much it would 
give Vignaux for expenses. The association, in 
reply, authorized Mr. Bensinger to offer Vignaux 
$1,000. Later in the day Mr. Bensinger cabled: 

“ Vignaux will not come unless guaranteed $2,000 for 
expenses. Answer.” : 

President Foley, of the association, did not 
feel like doubling the offer on his own responsi- 
bility, and called a special meeting of the asso- 
ciation to-day. When the members came to- 
gether it was learned that the Collender Compa- 
ny had pledged $1,000 toward inducing the 
Frenchman to come over here. The guestion 
then arose whether Vignaux demanded $2,000 in 
addition to this $1,000. 

‘**T am in favor of the Room Keepers’ Associa- 
tion giving Vignaux $2,000 instead of $1,000, and 
that we cable to that effect,” said Mr. Slosson. 

This liberal proposition at first met with unan- 
imous opposition, and led to a very animated 
discussion not ail comphmentary to Vignaux. 
Siosson’s proposition was finally agreed to unan- 
imously, however, and the decision was cabled 
to Mr. Bensinger. Thereseems to be little doubt 
now that the tournament will be held. 





DR. LEONARD NOT. INDORSED. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 5.—The Cincin- 
nati Methodist Episcopal Annual Conference, in 
session with the Wallnut Hills Church, was oc- 
cupied to-day with miscellaneous business, 
which gave the Rev. Dr. Baylis, editor of the 
Western Christian Advocate, a chance to repre- 
sent theinterests of that paper in a short speech.

NO THOUGHT OF RESIGNING. 


—— 
THE STORY WHICH WALL-STREET RAISED 
ABOUT POSTMASTER-GENERAL VILAS, 

WasnHineton, Sept. 5.—The wires were 
kept hot to-day with inquiries from New-York 
concerning reports in circulation there to the 
effect that Postmaster-General Vilas’s resigna- 
tion would be tendered to the Presicent on his 
return to Washington; that a prominent mer- 
chant wasto be made Postmaster-General, and 
that Gen. Vilas was to be: given the Austrian 
mission. Post Office officials denied having any 
information on the subject. Chief Clerk Nash 
said he had received letters from Gen. Vilas 
during the week and one *this morning, and 
there was not the slightest allusion to a con- 
templated change in any of them. On the con- 
trary, Gen. Vilas’s correspondence indicated an 
early return to his duties and a continuance in 
the Cabinet. State Department officials pro- 
fessed entire ignorance of the Austrian part of 
the story. They bad never heard of such a prop- 
osition and did not believe it. 

Most of those who discussed the rumor came 
to the conclusion that the reports had been cir- 
culated for stock jobbing purposes. The fact 
that most of the inquiries came from Wail-street 
confirmed this opinion. It was remembered 
that the Pacific Maii people were grievously ais- 
appointed at not obtaining the subsidy lobbied 
through Congress last Winter, and that Post- 
master-General Vilas raised the point which 
prevented its distribution. A rumor of his 
resignation would naturaliy encourage the hope 
that Gen. Vilas’s succeszor might be more gen- 
erous, and this would be enough to boom the 
stock, Attempts to produce the same effect were 
tried not long avo. The story then started and 
teleryraphed  & ‘@ was that a petition hail been 
signed by many influential merchants in New- 
York, praying for the distribution of the 
subsidy; that a Cabinet mectins would 
be held to consider the subject on the 
return of the President, and that it was reliably 
understood an agreement would be finuliy 
reached to distribute the money. Claims tor 
extra services performed in carrying the mails 
amounting to $200,000 were also aliewed to be due 
to the Pacific Mail Company. It did not take 
long to find out fromthe Post Office Department 
that no petition had been received for weeks; 
that there were more protests against a distri- 
bution of the subsidy thun there were prayers 
for it; that the position of Postmaster-General 
Vilas would not be reversed by the same Cabinet 
that advised it, and that the Government did 
not owe the Pacific Muil Company a cent, owing 
bo the fact taat since the contract expired in 
i877 the company bad accepted without protest 
and receipted tor the amounts allowed by the 
department, The- resignation story is not so 
stupid as the other, which is about all that can 
be said for it. 





SEEKING A DIVORCE, 
EE eee 
AN EX-NAVAL OFFICER 
BRINGS SUIT IN PHILADELPHIA 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—A suit for di- 
vorce has been entered in this city by Mrs. 
Emma Baldwin against Charles H. Baidwin, tor- 
meriy a Lieutenant in the United States Navy, 
and now engaged in the service of the Emperor 
of Jupan as beud of the Japanese School of 
Navigation at Kioto. Lieut. Baldwin wus 
of a good family, highiy educated, and 
fine looking. While stationed in this 


city he went a good deal into society, 
andin 1875 he began paying addresses to Miss 
Emma Perot, of the well known Philadelphia 
famiiy of thatname. Miss Perot’s father was 
aiso engxuged in the naval service, although he 
has since resigned, and is now amassing a fortune 
in a commercial enterprise in Chili. The mar- 
riage of Lieut. Baldwin and Miss Perot was one 
ot the notable events of tie season of 1875. They 
resided in this city until Mav, 1877, when Licut. 
Baidwin was ordered to the East on the United 
States man-of-war Oneida. 

The vessel after crui-ing in Eastern waters 
touched at Yokonama. While lying there Lieut. 
Baidwin received an excelient proposition from 
the Japanese Government to organize and take 
charwze of the new hydrographic schoo] at Kioto. 
The offe: was accepted vy him at once, and he 
sent in his resignation as un officer of the Amer- 
ican service. He maintained a regular cor- 
respondence with his wife, and for some years 
sent ner generous means of support. His letters, 
now in the custody of Mrs. Boidwin's counsel, 
are full of endearing terms and chat ot old 
friends. 

The schoo) went on successfully and attracted 
to it the representatives of many Japanese fami- 
lies of importance. Lieut. Baldwiu’s letters, 
& tera time, began to arrive fitfully. This was 
accounted for at first on the supposition by Mrs. 
Baldwin that ber husband was so much inter- 
ested in and en:aged with his new charge that 
be did not lose time to write as _  fre- 
quentiy as before. Aiter a year, however, 
the letters stopped coming altogether. Mrs. 
Baidwin, wrote frequently, as before, but her 
letters remained unanswered. Communications 
sent afterward by her counsel shared the same 
fate, until a few months ago, when she received 
a letter from her husband, declaring that he 
had made new alliances; and did not contem- 
plate a return to the United Staies. The letter 
was corroborative of rumors respecting Lieut. 
Baldwin which had reached home through the 
medium of naval officers returning from the

The new alliances referred to meant an attach- 
ment between the former naval officer ana a 
Japanese woman of rank, whom he met some 
months after he had taken charge of the hydro- 
graphic school. The woman, Mrs. Baldwin’s 
counsel understands, isregarded as Lieut. Bald- 
win’s wife. The specific allegation in the libel, 
however, is willful desertion for more than two 
years, a sufficient reason for divorce under the 
laws of this State. It is not known whetber 
Lieut. Baldwin has relinquished his American 
citizenship or not. The only fruit of the union 
in this city was a son, who lives with his mother. 





THE REFORM ADMINISTRATION. 


MR. E. P. WHEELER TO MR, HARRISON. 
The New-Haven News prints the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. E. P: Wheeler, of this city: 


NEw- YORK, Sept. 3. 1885. 
To the Hon. Lynde Harrison : 

Dear Str: You ask if the removal of, or fail- 
ure to reappoint, competent Republican office 
holders by the President has not injured the 
cause of civil service reform. We answer no, 
and for the following reasons: 

The theory of civil service reform is that of 
the equal right of citizens to apply for and hold 
office without distinction of party and with ref- 
erence solely to competency. This principle 
for 20 years has been persistently violated by 
the Republican Party. From the highest ju- 
dicial position to the lowest clerkship its leaders 
have selected persons for appointment from 
their own party only, And in their platforms 
and upon the stump they have persistently 
charged that the Democratic Party—that is to 
say, one-half of our people—were too corrupt 
and unprincipled to be trusted with office. So 
bold and unbilushing was this assertion that 
many respectable citizens had come to believe 
it. So great was their apprehension on this 
score that caer submitted to the leadership of 
artful knaves like Blaine and Chandler. 

But in course of time we elected a Democratic 
President. One,of his duties was to show that 
the Democratie Party could, and would, admin- 
ister the affairs of the Government as honestly 
and efficiently as the Republican Party bad ever 
done. One of his duties also was to redress the 
wrong that had been done to one-half the people 
of this country by their uniform exclusion from 
holding office under the Federal Government. 

To do this it is by no means necessary that he 
should make “a clean sweep.” This he was 
pledged not todo. But the civil service reform- 
ers who supported him wonder at his modera- 
tion. Instead of being surprised, as you affect 
to be, that so many changes have been made, we 
admire the courage of the man who has made so 
few, and we appreciate his fidelity to his pledges 
when weremember that he has done what no Re- 
publican Administration ever did—appoint men 
of the ay pee party to high and important office 
and that in one instance he redressed a wrong 
committed by his predecessor by appointing that 
most faithful and efiicient Ans service re- 
former, Col. Burt, to be Naval Officer of the 
port of New-York, a place which he had long 
and well held, and to which President Arthur 
failed to reappoint him. ‘ 

Our knowledge of ‘Mr. Biaine’s character and 
conduct convinces us that had he been elected 
he would have made many more removals than 
the Presideut has done and with far less reason, 
and for this as well as many other reasons we 
look with unmixed satisfaction upon the result 
of the last election.

GOV. HOADLY’S PLATFORM, 


HIS PLEA FOR RE-ELECTION AS APPROVAL 
OF HIMSELF AND HIS PARTY. 

Hamruton, Ohio, Sept. 5.—Gov. Hoadly 
opened the campaign here this evening in a 
speech which occupied two hours in its delivery. 
He faced a very large audience. In opening be 
made a plea for re-election, for an increased ma- 
jority, “* which shall express with emphasis your 
opinion that Democratic success, as proved by 
results, means notonly good government, but 


means reform, union, personal liberty, econo- 
my, no fraud, no disguises, no concealments, 
open dealing and candid treatment of the pub- 
he in affairs State and National. 

“The leader of the Republicans of Ohio,” he 
continued, ** has carefully prepared the appeal 
of his party and sent it from the stump through 
the press to the country. He waves the bloody 
shirt; he indorses the policy of ulienation and 
hate; he seeks to transplant and cultivate in 
this country the feelings of the English aris- 
tocracy toward the Irish; to array section 
against section; to govern the South from the 
North, as Dublin Castle governs Ire- 
land as a conquered province, and all 
this in the year of: grace 1885, 20 
years and more after the close of the war. 
There isa new South anda new North. A new 
generation full of new life is at work. There are 
no idlers in the South; why croak injthe North? 
God and nature, religion andthe human heart 
are the forces against which Sherman and For. 
aker contend ana Foster plots. Let us, then, 
banish these unmanly fears of Southern wrong- 
doing and cease to exaggerate occasional per- 
sonal! conflicts into wars of races. Danville and 
Copiah are worn out. Turn out some new grist, 
ob, grinders of the outrage mill! Homerule 
and as little application of the ‘ eternal 
principle of regulation’ as is consistent 
with the greatest liberty of all will 
in time cure all the ills of State and Na- 
tion, * * * Mr, Sherman is distressed because 
Lumar and Garland and Bayard, two members 
of the Confederate Congress and one man who 
sympathized with them, are at the head of%great 
departments of the Government. Oh, yes! it 
was well to pu& Mr. "< at the head of the Post 
Otfice Department. ne Confederate in the 
Cabinet was all right, but two—two are a lament- 
able concession to treason. No, not quite this 
even. Akerman was a proper Attorney-General 
and Key a most becoming Postmaster-General, 
but two at a time, two at a time—Gariand and 
Lamar together—aye, there's the rub. ‘The tears 
of crocodiles are freely shed as Sherman softly 
sings, ‘Insatiuate archer, would not onesuffice ?’”* 

Tbe speaker said he asked for a re-election as 
an approval of the present Administration. 
* Now, Lask for more,” said he, ‘I solicit ap- 
proval, not forbearance. Mr, Cleveland has held 
otice six months, Congress has not been in ses- 
sion, yet much has been accomplished.

DEMOCRACY DENOUNCED. 


SENATOR HOAR MAKES A POLITICAL SPEECH 
IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Sept. 5.—The political club din- 
ners, which area regular feature of the active 
seasons here, were resumed to-day after the 
vacation month, and at one of them, 
that of the Essex Club, a notable 
gathering assembled. Among _ those pres- 
ent and taking part in the speech, 
making were Senator Hoar, who is to preside at 
the State Convention on Sept. 30; Congressman 
Long, Congressman Stone, and ex-Collector 
Beard, Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. 

Senator Hoar, referring to national politics, 
said: “At this moment throughout 12 of the 
38 American States no man can get office or 
receive any mark of public honor under the 
present Administration if he was loyal to 
the country in the time of its extremity. 
Now, wedo not complain that the present Ad- 
ministration puts in office those who served in 
the Confederate Army or who sympathized with 
the confederate cause, but weexpected that when 
we conquered them they were to go back and 
epjoy the rightsof American citizens. What we 
complain of is, not that the men who 
were on their side are admitted to the 
privileges of citizenship, but that the men 
who were on our. side are exciuded, 
and that is a thing which never happened 
in this Government until the 4th of March, 1885, 
Now, that is not talking about old, but 
about new things, and if the American peo- 
ple have a spark of spirit in them they 
will complain of them. Another thing 
is new. We all know that whatever 
constitution you may write on paper, whatever 
laws you may engross on parchment, whatever 
your theoretical form of government may 
be, you have neither Constitution, law, 
nor political rights—as a republic you 
have no living republic—unless the Presi- 
dent of the administration and the 
measures of legislation are a fair result of the 
will of a majority of the people, and unless you 
are to have honest elections, honest votes, 
honest counts. We are perfectly willing to sub- 
mit to Democratic rule if the majority of the 
American people so will it, but we are not will- 
ing tosubmit toa rule brought about by the 
methods by which Pillsbury attempted to steal 
the State of Maine four years ago, and by which 
eae undertook to suppress votes in Cincin- 
nat. 

“Now, what bas happened under the power 
which at present rules in the White House? Mr. 
Pillsbury, known only forthe services he ren- 
dered to an attempted usurpation by a Demo- 
cratic minority in Maine, is honored by the 
Administration with a principal Federal office 
in Massachusetts. Mr. Mullin, whose offense 
Was 80 gross that his distinguishea counsel did 
not undertake to make a defense for him, kept 100 
negroes by force during election day to defraud 
them of the right to vote, and was sentenced 
by the United states court with a most em- 
phatic condemnation of his conduct by the pre- 
siding Judge, is pardoned out by the Presi- 
dent of the United States just before an- 
other Ohio election, and, if newspaper 
statements be true, restored to 
his position in the police force in Cincinnati. 
Now, if President Clevelund were to write over 
the gate of the White House, * Frauds upon the 
elections will be profitably rewarded here,’ he 
could not make the declaration more significant 
than he made it by the appointment of Pilisbury 
and the pardoning of Mullin.” 

Senator Hoar said he did not proposein allud- 
ing to matters of this kind to win back any de- 
serter or to make the conscience of any mug- 
wump newspaper the easier, but if the majority 
of the American people disapproved of these 
things, as he believed they did, he did not 
propose to desist from his feeble efforts until 
the voice and will of that majority had 
their full constitutional accomplishment. 
It a minority of the American peo- 
ae only agreed with him—if there were 

ut three men on this continent who did 
so—then it would be his duty to form a political 
party consisting of those three and labor until 
they had convinced the American people that it 
was their duty to return to the old policy.

THE WYOMING MASSACRE, 


——$<————— 
WHITE MINERS DETERMINED TO DRIVE OUT 
THE CHINESE. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Sept. 5.—A special 
from Rock Springs to the Leader gives the 
latest information that can be obtained from the 
scene of the recent anti-Chinese troubles. All is 
quiet to-day and the miners have returned to 
work. At a meeting held last night measures 
were taken to put a stop to the drunken carous- 
als of a few of their number who had been cele- 
brating the removal of the Chinese. Two more 
dead Celestials were found to-day, one in the 
ruins of Chinatown and the other beneath 
a railroad bridge about a mile east of 
the place. The latter had been wounded 
and had managed to walk that far before giving 


up. Miners who took an active part in the at- 
tack upon Chinatown say that less than one- 
third of the dead Chinese in the ruins of the 
houses have been found thus far. They declare 
that no less than 25 were shot down inside the 
burned buildings. These buildings had dirt 
roofs, which covered up the dead Chinamen 
when the dwellings succumbed to the 
flames, and as no _ actual search has 
been made in the ruins it is quite prob- 
-able that the miners’ statements are true. 
Chinamen are still arriving at stations east and 
west, almost dead from fright and weak from 
fatigue and lack of tood. Allare shipped to 
Evanston by the company. They reiterate the 
statement that many have died in the hills from 
wounds received in the attack upon them. 
It is reported that the white miners 
at Almy, in the western end of the 
Territory, have notified the Chinese 
laborers in the mines that they must leave with- 
in three days, and it is said that the Union Pa 
cific Company has guaranteed their removal 
within the time specified. The Celestials all 
aiong the road refused to work to-day, and de- 
manded passes to Evanston. The Chinese 
laundrymen and servants at Green River were 
told last night that they must leave within 12 
hours, and they will go west on to-day’s ex- 
press, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Dr. McCartee, 
now an attaché of the Japanese Legation in this 
city, who nas resided in China for 40 years, part 
of the time asa representative of this country 
and again as an Officiul in the Chinese diplomatic 
service, was speaking to-day concerning the 
diplomatic aspect of the massacre of Chi- 
nese in Wyoming. He says he thinks it 
may be the subject of a correspondence 
between the Chinese Foreign Office and 
the State Department here, but he does not 
think China ts likely to take any vigorous action 
in the matter. In the first place he says the 
Chinese Government is opposed to the emigra- 
tion of her subjects. There is an old Chinese 
law which bas been in force until within recent 
years which absolutely prohibited Chinamen 
leaving their country to make their homes else- 
where. Through the intervention of the English 
the Chinese officials were induced to relax the 
rigor ofgthis law, and it has of late years become 
almost a dead letter, but still the policy of the 
Government is against Chinamen leaving their 
country, and the Chinese immigrants in this 
country, while not exuctly outlawed in their 
ewn country, are looked upon with disfavor. 
The Chinese Government does all it can to pre- 
vent Chinamen leaving the country, and it is 
only through the efforts of foreigners that 
large numbers of coolies are brought here. 
Under these circumstances Dr. MecCartee thinks 
Chinese officials will not care much about the 
Wyoming affair, and it will not become gener- 
ally known in China. The attaché in charge of 
the Chinese Legation here, in the absence of the 
Minister, stated that they had not communicated 
with the State Department on the subject, as 
they were waiting to hear from the Minister, 
who is in New-York. He thought, however, 
that correspondence on the subject would be 
opened, and said that notwithstanding his coun- 
try’s opposition to her subjects leaving home, 
these had not done so in violation of any law and 
had a claim upon their country. 

Adjt.-Gen. Drum to-day telegraphed instruc- 
tions to Major-Gen. Schofield at Chicago to or- 
der additional United States troops to Evans- 
town, Wyoming Territory, where, the fleein 
Chinese are concentrating, and a 
other points along the routes of the 
United States mails in {that Territory where 
there are indications of trouble. Information 
was received to-day that the two companies of 
soldiers ordered to the scene of the disturbance 
yesterday arrived at Evanstown this morning, 
and that the condition of affairs there is threat- 
ening. The instructions already given to the 
United States troops in Wyoming contemplate 
only the protection of the maiis, but it is usder- 
stood that in case tne troubles continue that the 
President and his Cabinet wil) consider the gen- 
eral question of directing the military forces to 
suppress the disorder by the use of arms if 


necessary. 





TROUBLED BY A GHOST. 


AN APPARITION WHICH HAS EXCITED THE 
PEOPLE OF A NEW-JERSEY VILLAGE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—The usually 

quiet and unruffied tenor of the village of 

Moorestown, N. J., has lately been aroused to 

the highest pitch of excitement abouta ghostly 

apparition which has appeared at unequal in- 
tervals along the railroad just above the East 

A short time ago when 

the fast train from Long Branch was dash- 

ing down the road, the fireman noticed some- 
thing white just ahead of the train. The 
fireman said it did not jump off on the left of 
the train, and the engineer said it aid not get off 
on his side, Both thought the train had run 
overaman, It was stopped, and athorough 
search was made for the mangled remains of the 
victim. The station employes and some citizens 
walked along the track and carefully examined 
the ties, but no marks of blood and no body 

were found. The fireman was certain he saw a 

man in his shirt sleevesin front of the train, 

and nis sudden disappearance from his danger~ 
ous position was an unsolved mystery. 

Ignorant of this affair, Mrs. Cassidy, an intellti- 
gent lady ot Moorestown, and her sister walked 
over the track at this point a few nights after- 
ward. She said to-day: “We were walking 
slowly along, and I was never thinking of ghosts, 
I suddenly cast my eyes to the right and cried 
out ‘Oh, my! look there! What is that?’ 
and my blood stopped in my veins, and 

was paralyzed with fear, for right 
in front of me_ stood a tall, thin 
tigure, dressed in black, with acrape veil over 
its face. It must have been nearly 7 feet in 
height. My sister said; ‘ Oh, that is some widow;’ 
but itsuddenly whirled away with a whizzing 
noise, like pheasants{make with their wings when 
they rise and fly away. Then my sister was 
frightened, and we both went down town. I met 
my brother and told him allabout it. Hesaid we 
were cowards, but came back with us to the 
lace where we saw the ghost. It was quite 
ight,as the moon was just breaking through 
the clouds. When we arrived at the place my 
brother saw it too, and started to run after it, 
but it suddenly vanished. It did not seem to 
bave any feet, and, though I don't believe in 
ghosts, it was the queerest looking thing I ever 
saw. 

The same night Mrs. Cassidy saw the ghost 1t 
appeared to others. It has been seen many times 
since, and probably one-fourth of the popula- 
tion of Moorestown have gone up the track, 
well protected, to satisfy their curiosity as to the 
reality of the ghost. Aaron Burr, the 
town constable, went out to tackle the 
weird visitor one dark night. He was 
certain he would prove the mystery a hoax, 
Armed with a six-shooter he walked up and 
down the track anxious for an interview. He 
met suddenly the object of his search and brave~- 
ly banged away at the mysterious object which 
confronted him. He says it suddenly trans- 
formed its shape from a tall, black figure to a 
tnt song looking white dog and vanished in the 

shes, 


Tom Cassidy, Louis Certain, Tom Marange, 
and William Budd, four incredulous citizens, 
concluded to ferret out the mystery and brave! 
face the foe. Last night, after coming from their 
work on the railroad, they visited the haunted 
spot, determined to shoot the rascal who would 

erpetrate such a humpug on the community. 

om Cassidy described their meeting with 
the ghost as follows: “We were walking 
along the road not thinionge of the 
thing just then, when a tall, thin form, too 
large to be a man, stood in front of us. It was 
dressed in woman’s clothes and its face was 
craped. It wore oer on its legs that 
looked like gum bootsfand its tall form swung 
to and fro like the boughs of trees when the. 
wind blows through them, and made a similar 
noise. Louis Certain yelled out: ‘My God! Is 
that that ghost ?’ 

“Then Bill Budd drew _a revolver, and be ran 
a square, foliowing it. Hecould not get nearer 
than 10 yards to it, and when he thought he was 
gaining on it it suddenly disappeared in the 
weeds. The strangest part of the affair is that 
the ghost ran along the sandy road, and when 
we afterward examined the road not a track or 
trace of one could be found.” 

William Budd said: “I am avery fast run- 
ner, but Icouldn’t keep up to that thing. I 
don’t believe it is human, for it does not run 
like a man. I wanted to fire at it when it ran 
away from me, but the other fellows told me 
not to shoot, and then, when I was going to 
draw and fire, the infernal thing disappeared. 
never did believe in ghosts, but that is one.” 

Some of thefcitizen y that just two years ago 
asimilar avparition, clothed in wigte,was seen at 
the same place. It manifested itkelf toa great 
many in the community, and some think it only 
a reappearance of the old ghost ctothed in black.

The course of the stock market during 
the past week closely resembled the movement 
of the previous six days, even to the marked 
‘weakness in the final hour of trading. The pre- 
vious Saturday it was the announcement of the 
reduction of the dividend on the preferred stock 
of Chicago and Northwestern that knocked the 
pins from under stocks; yesterday it was sheer 
exhaustion from long continued efforts to main- 
tain prices. Throughout the week the tendency 
has been to lower figures, but there was no very 
decided break until just before the close of busi- 
ness. Then one of the least substantial securi- 
ties, New-Jersey Central, gave way to the press- 
ure and within half an hour dropped 8% points, 
carrying the remainder of the list with it.. The 
result was that all the active stocks closed 
below the figures of the previous week. It is 
admitted that outside of Wall-street there are 
many indications that the commercial inter- 
ests of the country show signs of reviv- 
ing prosperity. There has been a large demand 
for dry goods. Buyers have been here in con- 
siderable numbers from the South and the 
Southwest, and have given encouraging orders 
for goods, but the indications from other sec- 
tions of the country are not so favorable. The 
low prices of breadstuffs act asa check to re- 
covery in the North and Northwest sections. 
Notwithstanding the cheapness of grain, there is 
no export demand for it. We are now feel- 
ing more seriously than ever the com- 
petition of India. If proof of this asser- 
tion is needed it is only necessary to 
refer to the quotation of February wheat in 
Chicago yesterday and compare it with the price 
quoted in London of India February wheat. In 
the former city the American cereal was 88; in 
London the Indian grain could be bought at 87. 
It won’t doto say that American wheat is of 
hetter quality than that produced in the far 
East, for, while the fact is true, the cost of 
transportation does a great deal more than 
equalize the American advantage in quality. 
There has been some talk of large exportations 
about to be made. This may prove correct, but 
if they do.take place they will not improve the 
situation. Legitimate exportation cannot ‘be 
made in the face of current prices, but 
it is within the range of possibility that 
certain speculative individuals may send 
wheat across the water for the effect of the 
action here. Should there bea fictitious export 
demand prices would advance here, and the **;ex- 
porters” would take advantage of the occasion 
to unload their holdings. These operators 
bought largely on the recent heavy break in 
prices, and they are discouraged because they 
are unable to lift prices as they hoped to do. 
The only hope seems to be in European compli- 
cations, and these would seem to be at hand. 
Of course Germany can whip Spain, but no one 
can tell what complications may arise in the 
event of hostilities. Should Russiaand England 
become involved fora time at least the outlook 
for our products would be greatly improved.

THE LYNCHING OF SELLERS. 

KNoxvititz, Tenn., Sept. 5. — Parties 
went out in boats this morning immediately 
after Sellers, the lynched murderer, fell from 
the top of the bridge, and recovered his body.

were on the streets. The lynching was very 
badly managed, and Sellers came _ near 
making his escape. He refused to 
speak until just before he fell from the 
bridge; then he said he had nothing to do with 
the murder, and that lke Wright planned the 
whole thing. He died game, and said he didn’t 
want to pray. Crowds were on the streets until 
nearly daylight. Lizzie Hickman, who was im- 
plicated in the murder, made a statement this 
pole gy She says Sellers and herself de- 
coyed Maines up the river for the pur- 
pose of robbery. They tried to get him 
drunk, but a long walk in the morning air 
sobered him up. Sellers tried to get Maines out 
in a boat to take arow, but he refused. They 
ali sat down near the roadside and Maines bor- 
rowed a shoe buttoner from Lizzie to fasten his 
shoes. While bending over to tasten bis shoes, 
Sellers stepped up behind him and placing a pis- 
tol within a few inches of his head, pulled the 
trigger. Maines fell over on his face dead. Sev- 
eral parties who were seen with Maines the night 
of his tatal debauch have left the city since last 
night’s occurrence.

Sours—When Balzac or Thackeray, George 
Eliot or George Sand is the storyteller, we 
are all listeners, the wise and learned ag 
well as the ignorant and foolish. But the 
writer of romantic fiction is especially the 
minister of the ideal to the multitude, 
who, as they gaze on the masterpieces of 
the painter and th’ sculptor, having eyes 
see not, who have no ears to hear the mes- 
sage of the poet, the philosopher, the mu- 
sician. Mr, Carlyle scornfully abandons 
to him ‘‘children, minors, and semifatu- 
ous persons.” Well, but, Mr. Carlyle 
himself being judge, children, mi- 
nors, and semifatuous persons constl- 
tute the vast majority of ‘our 
own flesh and blood.” ‘“ Twenty- 
five millions, chiefly fools!’ Perhaps. 
Yet we may be quite sure that in the most 
foolish the he does not exist that has 
never throbbed with a deep emotion, nor 
the intellect that has never harbored a 
true thought, nor the imagination that has 
never nursed adream of beauty. In the 
dullest, the least cultivated, as in the most 
richly endowed and highly disciplined of 
our race, we may discern what the histo- 
rian of Materialism confesses to be, ‘** the 
same necessity, the same transcendental 
root of our nature, which leads us to fash- 
iou a world of the ideal, whither we may 
escape from the limitations of the senses 
to find there the home of our spirit.” 
‘The man of letters has a cure of souls,” 
a great French writer has well said. This 
is particularly true of those who work 
in that department of romantic fiction 
the influence of which in this age is 
so great and is ever increasing. It is their 
vocation to-refine, to elevate, to moralize. 
And here comes in the essential difference 
between their function and that of the 
phystoist. To physical science nothing is 
filthy orimpure. The student in its do. 
main takes all the facts and catalogues 
them in the order of their importance, re- 
ducing them to formulas. He deals with 
matter. Ethics is asphere into which ha 
does not enter. Par other is it with the 
writer of fiction. In the first place, he is 
not concerned with all the facts. His 
work is essentially poetical, and the pri- 
mary duty of the poet is choice, which is 
governed by those eternal laws, those nec- 
essary conventions ruling throughout the 
domain of art. The great ethical princi- 
ples of reserve, shame, reverence, which 
have their endless applications in civilized 
life, prescribe limits to imagination as to 
action. Thereare moods of thought which 
do not yield in heinousness to the 
worst deeds—moods of madness, suicidal 
and polluting. To leave them in the 
dark is to help toward = suppress- 

them. And this is a sacred 
duty. ‘‘Weare bound to reticence,’’ says 
George Eliot, ‘‘ most of all by that rever- 
ence for the highest efforts of our com- 
mon nature, which commands us to bury 
its lowest fatalities, its invincible remnants 
of the brute, its most agonizing struggles 
with temptation, in unbroken siience.” 
The main theme of-the novelist, the dram- 
atist, is ever the passion of love—the 
most common, the most imperious of hu- 
man sentiments. But love is not to him 
what it is to the > mere ani-~ 
malimpulse which man has in common 
with moths and mollusca. His task is to 
extract from human life, even in its com- 
monest aspects, its most vulgar realities, 
what it contains of secret beauty; to lift 
it to the level of art, not to degrade art to 
- level.—_W. S. Lilly, in Fortnightly Re- 
view. 


EcHors FOR FinpiInG IcCEBERGS.—Mr. 
Lawton found that during artillery prac- 
tice near Hull the opposite Lincolnshire 
coast, two miles off, returned echoes. 
There .are-no objects of greater height 
than a few cottages there, and 1t-occurred 
to him the phenomenon of echoes might 


be utilized by vessels in iceberg regions 
with more safety than the temperature 
test, especially if the wind and current be 
from the ship toward the berg. Most ice- 
bergs will present numerous refiecting 
surfaces at right angles to any passing ship, 
and it is anticipated that these sur- 
faces would echo a _ short but full 
blast of the steam whistle at a suiti- 
cient distance, say one or two miles, for 
the ship’s course to be slightly altered in 
case the berg wasright ahead. If such a 
blast is blown in daylight in the presence 
of a berg for purposes of experiment, the 
distance and bearing of the berg, and the 
force and direction of the wind should be 
noted. If atthe time a high sea or swell 
prevailed, the whistle should be blown 
when the ship is on the crest of the wave. 
Asfog is a better conductor of sound than 
dry air, it is when an iceberg is enveloped 
in fog, asis often the case on the Banks of 
Newfoundland, that Mr. Lawton’s byes 
if true, would be of any value, as it could 
not only indicate the distance of the berg 
approximately, but also its bearing frow 
the ship.— Nature. 


THE GALEASSE.—The galeasse, almost pe- 
culiar to Spain and its Italian dependen- 
cies, differed from the galley chiefly in 
size and armament. It had a length of 16 
to 170 feet, and a proportionate breadth, 


With oars of such weight that seven 
and sometimes nine men were required td 
each one. Besides two tiers of guns on its 
forecastle and poop carrying balls weigh. 
ing from 30 to 70 pounds, a swivel gun was 
placed between each rowing bench, in all 
from 60 to 70 pieces of artillery. It had 
three masts and two decks, and was au 
attempt to combine the useful points oj 
the galleon, or sailing ship, with those ol 
the galley, but was practically found only 
to unite the weak spots of both. In- 
troduced by the Catalonians at the 
commencement of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, they had become disused before 
the close of the sixteenth, but within that 
space of time played an important part ip 
the maritime contests of the period, espe- 
ciaily in the great and decisive struggle o 
Lepanto.—he Gentleman’s Magazine.

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AT THE ANTWERP SHOW.

Parts, Aug. 18.—I have been to Antwerp, 
and lhave returned from Antwerp, and 
considering everything am glad to have 
gone there, and still gladder to have come 
back in safety and with all my luggage. 
which last seemed at one moment a prob- 
jematical eventuality, given the crowds 
who fill up the hotels and the still greater 
crowds who fiock to the railway station 
anxious to get home. So much had been 
told about this exposition that, old stager 
and wary of the devices of puffery as I 
have grown to be, I listened to the voices 
of the charmers and had my three days at 
this so-called World’s Fair, which, when all 
has been said about it, is really nothing but 
an exhibition of products from France and 
her colonies, with imifations of the same 
by Belgium and German manufacturers, 
for everything that France shows is 
shown by Belgium and Germany with 
the one great difference—all the copies 
are ever so much lower priced and ever so 
much inferior than and to the originals. 
One thing. however, I did notice, although 
not altogether unprepared for it—if the 
streets of Brussels were as empty as are 
the streets of Paris, Parisian landlords 
would be rejoiced to see their establish- 
ments half as well patronized as the Ant- 
werp institutions, where you cannot get 
even a billiard table on which to rest your 
wearied bones unless you will have taken 
the precaution of telephonmg for one. 
(You know, of course, that the telephone 
works as regularly between the capital 
and seaport as it does here between the 
bourse and the Palais de l’Industrie.) 
““My kingdom for a horse!”’ shouted Rich- 
ard. At Antwerp the cry is, “ Any price for 
a bed !’’ which is therarest of all commodi- 
ties in this quaint old town, where 3,000 
visitors dawdle through the cathedral 
every day and pay a bonus for the draw- 
ing aside of that green serge curtain which 
covers the cie's d’auvre of Rubens. The 
Organizing Committee had promised so 
much and has done so little, and when the 
tired tourist heard the query of Cerberus 
at the hotel door: ‘Is your name in- 
peribed?’’ and knows that it is not, his 
heart sinks within him, for everywhere he 
Zoes the question is the same and the re- 
sult identical. Tents would be at a pre- 
mium if any one had bethought him of 
such a speculation, and I have heard that 
a joint stock limited liability company is 
projected for the purpose of furnishing 
such accomodation to travelers outside of 
the fortifications when we have our mon- 
Bter exposition in 1889, if so be that 
this project does not collapse pre- 
Viously.. You cannot well have a 
Universal International Exhibition with- 
out a universal attendance of interna- 
tional exhibitors,and Germany and Austria 
have declined—so says a rumor which has 
not been officially contradicted—the first 
on general anti-Revolutionary principles, 
the second alleging that, Marie Antoinette 
was avictim of the Revobution, it would 
pearcely be decent for the family of that 
hapless Arch duchess to join in tne solem- 
nization of what is intended to commem- 
prate so disagreeable an event. True, Aus- 
tria and Germany do not constitute all 
Europe, but asthe other monarchies of 
which the Continental system is composed 
are likely to follow the example of their 
masters and pastors Iam afraid that M. 
Clémenceau’s intruded symphony—the 
Feneral disarmament of Europe, France 
Betting the example—will be played to 
vomparatively empty benches. 

As exhibitions go, this one of Antwerp 
is pretty fair, but, frankly, except Col. 
Bauge’s monster gun and the colonial ex- 
hibits, nothing strikes very forcibly any 
one who has seen any of those by which it 
has been preceded. Of the cannon 1 have 
already written from official reports and 
from personal inspection at the Cail Iron 
Works, and so need drop that subject, but 
the colonial department is really inter- 
esting, something quite different from the 
meagre collections which we were called 
upon to admire, and did not, in 1878. The 
pavilion of Cambodia isin itself a suffi- 
cient attraction for the journey, with its 
treasures of gold, silver, and ivory, and its 
rare eld manuscripts of Eastern lore, 
over which mount guard human 
samples of fFrance’s foreign ‘“citi- 
zens,” as the French chauvins call 
them. France’s foreign mercenaries, 
too, might say. as we gaze upon these 
tirailleurs from Senegal, splendid negroes, 
grinning with evident satisfaction as they 
admire their showy uniforms and con- 
temptuously look down upon the melan- 
choly long-robed contingents from Anam 
and Tonquin, whose fiat-featured yellow 
faces seem impressed with an incurable 
nostalgia as they crawl through the build- 
ing purposelessly, with the wearied, lan- 
— demeanor of the slave women in the 

azaars of Upper Egypt. These Senegal- 
ians and Anamites are the great curiosity 
of the exhibition, although the Cossacks 
of the Guard, in glaring scarlet. and the 
‘Tsiganes and the Bosnians are a good deal 
patronized, much more indeed than similar 
Eamples in Paris, seven years ago, when an 
impression prevailed that all the exotics 
were bogus, and that they had been culti- 
vated expressly for the occasion in the 
Moutfetard quarter, where there is a large 
manufactory of foreign articles, and had 
been dressed with cast-offs from the opera. 
But the rush is undoubtedly in the direc- 
tion of the Congolian deputation, spe- 
cially under the patronage of King Leo- 
pold, and so petted by the gentlemen of 
the press and by the public, which carries 
to its sable visitors nuts and bits of sugar 
candy and apples, just as it does with the 
monkey gallery at the Zoo, as to 
cause considerable anxiety beyond the 
Rhine, where a learned doctor has 
been encouraged to write a pam- 
ame to prove that Europe has no 

usiness to meddle in Congolese affairs, 
and that European laborers die there like 
sheep with the murrain from the baneful 
influence of a climate which none but the 
autochtb ons of Zanzibar can resist. And 
yet, spive of objection, the Congo 1s the 
one great subject of curiosity for the Bel- 
#£ians, “who never leave, between morn and 
eve. € ven standing room in its pavilion, 
whic'a, though it cannot be compared 
in ‘real elements of interest with that 
of Cambodia, possesses the all-power- 
fu). attraction of novelty. There no 
precious stuffs. thrones and tables and 
w!.tars inlaid with gold and ivory, chefs 
© ’@uvre of Oriental art, were sought for; 
Nothing was expected save natural prod- 
ucts—grains and elephants’ tusks and 
rhinoceroses’ horns, with a few roughly 
carved idols, caricaturalin their ugliness, 
with bits of looking-glass incrusted in 
their toad-like abdomens and a battered 
plug hat surmounting the hideous wooden 

ead. But allthose, flora and fauna, dried 
skins, and strings of wild beasts’ teeth, are 
a curiosity, and to the peaceful citizens 
seemed, as it were, asort of opening of the 
door which had so long closed tothe worla 
what Victor Hugo once termed “the black 
gulf of Africa.” 

Besides this exhibition there is another 
which is even more enthralhng. King 
Massala, the sovereign of Congo, is on 
shore, and whether he will or will not ap- 
pear, whether he is walking in the garden 
or taking a drop of something to invigor- 
ate himself in the Chief Commissary’s 
panctum, is the greatest of all the crowd’s 
preoccupations. King Massala’s name is 
Berved up with a dozen sauces; itis on the 
posters of the circus, on the playbills, in 
the newspapers, on the title of a piece of 
music, the ‘‘Massala Marche,’’ which one 
enterprising editor has published in his 
honor, everything is & la Massala, and 
when he is seen majestically advancing 
along one of the avenues of the park, fol- 
lowed by his female-kind in a very light 
and airy costume of bright scarlet stripea 
with biack, each lovely creature with a 
huge umbrella displayed so as not to in- 
jure her complexion of the purest ink, 
there is a rush to gaze upon the ebony 
features of his Me,jesty only comparable 
with what is chronicled every year at 
Longchamps when, the victor of the Grand 
Prix is led back to the weighing stand. 
And he, the hero of the hour, the sable 
monarch, passes proudly between the 
ranks of curious spectators, taking it all in 
earnest, believing that he is realiy sume- 
thing, and never dreaming that the tri- 
umph of the day may have an ironical 
morrow, rot understanding that crowds 
pass rapidly from admiration to dis- 
dain. 1f King Massala knew how to read 
he possibly might shudder at the sight of 
an advertisement which 1 have copied 
textually frem an Antwerp newspaper of 
Saturdav—i ought to say, which I have 
literally translated: ‘‘ For sale—First, one 
complete uniform of Consul-General, hav- 
ing been little worn; second, the escutch-

nue des Arts.” You see that Kalakaua, 
King of the Sandwich Islands, is hard up 
—even Majesties who have gone adrift 
must eat—and so he sells his flag, for ne- 
cessity knows no law—otherwise, needs 
must when the devil drives—which he is 
doing at lightning speed, they tell me, now, 
for this poor ear ggecsnnyy who also had his 
hour of gratified vanity when the an- 
nouncement of an ‘extraordinary repre- 
sentation in honor of his Majesty King 
Kalakaua” drew all Paris to the National 
Academy of Music. 

But for all this Massala I. and his suite 
are the lions of Antwerp in this menth of 
August, 1885, and he or she who has not 
seen them at the Exposition of Antwerp 
has seen nothing, although there are 
plenty of other things than the King of 
Congo to be seen and admired—the enor- 
mous steam engine, the * Cinquantinaire,”’ 
contributed by Belgium does credit to her 
manufactures, and nothing can be more 
attractive than the specimens sent Dye 
Sévres and the works of French sculptors 
and painters which have been carefully 
chosen among the brightest gems of the 
national galleries. Then, too, we see the 
glass factory, in miniature, of Murano, 
where Venetian workmen execute in pres- 
ence of everybody some of those ex- 
quisite little marvels in rainbow-col- 
ored glass of which Signor Sal- 
viati so jealously guards the secret. 
And close to this department 1s a rep- 
resentation of the coal pits of Mons, 
where six minutes of promenade in the 
subterranean galleries makes one uncom- 
monly appreciate super-terranean exist- 
ence, where one gets a ray of sunlight and 
a breath of fresh air. onderfully well 
arranged is this section, from which a fair, 
or rather a dismal, idea is obtained of the 
discomforts and perils of the miner’s life, 
yet, horribly realistic as it is, it falls far 
short of that other exhibition in the same 
line which M. Ludovic Durand has pre- 
sented at the Palais de l’Industrie, where 
weare having the so-called Work Ex- 
position at present, and in which some- 
thing like an additional chamber of 
horrors is imagined by the artist, 
who not only introduces a_ collec- 
tion of wax figures, with picks 
and lanterns, to show how they do work, 
but also half a dozen types on whose 
agonized features is depicted the suffering 
of those who are dead or dying of an ex- 
plosion of fire damp. In short, the Ant- 
werp Exhibition is interesting as an exhi- 
bition, but it is doubly so to those who, 
watching the course of Continental poli- 
tics, see in it, and especially in the parti- 
ality and favor shown to everything of 
German origin, another step toward the 
conclusion of that customs union between 
Germany aud Austria which is the real 
object of the present conference at Varzin 
between Count Kalnoky and Prince von 
Bismarck. 


AN AMERICAN POEM IN ENGLAND. 





Lonpon, Aug. 22.—The readers of books, 
as well as those who sell them, will be in- 
terested in an American achievement here 
which 1s the talk of the trade. Some time 
ago THE Times printed a note concerning 
the placing of a poetical romance, called 
‘““Onnalinda,”’ on the English market. The 
work is by J. H. McNaughton, of Cale- 
donia, Livingston County, N. Y., well 
known as the author of “Sweet Belle 
Mahone,” *‘ The FadedjCoat of Blue,”’ and 
other popular and profitable songs. The 
story is laid among the Iroquois, and the 
scene is the Genesee Valley. I have not 
read the book—indeed, only a first install- 
ment of press copies has been issued— 
but my story has _ nothing to do 
with its merits, which may or may 
not deserve commendation, as the 
event will prove. After the manuscript 
was finished Mr. McNaughton sent proof 
sheets, I think, to a number of English 
literary celebrities, among others to John 
Bright and Lord Lytton, from whom he 
received complimentary replies. Armed 
with these his son-in-law, Mr. William J. 
Byam, a young lawyer of Caledonia, came 
to England last September and began a 
canvass. Sir John A. Macdonaid, the 
Canadian Premier, then here on a visit, 
gave him rome letters of introduction, 
and later he secured others from Lord 
Houghton and Lord Lytton. He went to 
the Princess Louise and got her signature 
and her husband’s on the front page 
of his subscription book. This gave 
him a foothold with the royalty, 
and the Princess of Wales not re 
added her name, but listened to 
a half hour’s description of the book and 
its character. After that it was plain 
sailing. Within 10 months Mr. Byam had 
secured the names of 341 peers on his book, 
and 28 canvassers, provided with fac 
similes of these gilt-edged names, had 
gathered over 4,000 subscribers among the 
commoner subjects of her Majesty. All 
this, mind you, before anybody had seen 
the book, the price of which is a guinea 
or two guineas, according to its being the 
plain or the illustrated edition. Every- 
body who knows the figures agrees that 
this is quite unprecedented as a piece of 
enterprise. 

Mr. Byam sails for America to-day to 
complete arrangements for the American 
edition, which the Putnams are to issue 
during the Autumn. During the past 
month he has completed arrangements 
with Sir John E. Millais and other English 
and American artists and engravers for 
£6,000 worth of steel illustrations for the 
pictorial edition. Of these two editions, 
and a cheaper one to come next year, Mr. 
Kegan Paul expects to sell a round hun- 
dred thousand a and all independent 
of the question whether the book proves a 
literary success or not. If Yankee energy 
has accomplished anything more notable 
than this, it has escaped my a. 





THE GaAtiEy.—The galley proper was 
from 110 to 130 feet long and from 15 to 18 
feet wide, with usually 25 oars a side. 
After the introduction of artillery, at each 


end of the ship was built a forecastle and 
a@ poop, containing guns which had a direct 
fire ahead and astern, and the prow was 
armed by a strong beak sheathed with 
iron 12 or more feet in length, and capable 
of tearing open the side of the hostile ship. 
Down the whole length of the centre of 
the vessel ran a raised platform called the 
**coursier,’”’ some 6 feet wide, and reserved 
for the use of the boatswains, soldiers, and 
officers. At right angles to this platform 
were placed the rowing benches, each 
about 4 feet apart, and on these benches 
sat the slaves, their shoulders level with 
the coursier, while between them they 
slept at night, their heads meeting in the 
centre of the space. The oars were from 
35 to 40 feet in length, of which some 
seven-tenths were outside and three-tenths 
inside the vessel. As only the extreme in- 
side end was small enough to be grasped 
by the hands, the slaves, except the fur- 
thest one inside, worked it by handles. 
There were usually two masts, lateen 
rigged. In the Spanish galleys the space 
below their one deck was divided into six 
compartments, devoted to the service of 
the officers, sailors, marine stores, and 
provisions. In the French galleys of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries the 
same space was divided into eleven com- 
partments, one of which, at the prow, was 
a hospital, but in merchantmen the hold 
was nearly envirely filled by cargo instead 
of being divided in this manner. The 
painting and decoration of the hull varied 
according to the fashion of the moment, 
the fortune of the Captain, or the nature 
of the service in which the ships were en- 
gaged. The ancient pirates, we are told, 
painted their vessels biue all over, hull, 
sails, and rigging. The Saracens preferred 
lively and various colors—one_ side 
green, the other yellow. Later on 
red became the favorite hue, d the 
war galleys, according to the wealth and 
social position of their Captains, glittered 
with gilding and armorial blazons, were 
adorned by artistically carved balustrades 
and huge poop lanterns, while the awn- 
ings were sometimes of silk, velvet, or 
brocade, the casket thus forming a strange 
contrast to its contents; human beings 
steeped in filth, degradation, and misery. 
Occasionally every effort of art would be 
lavished on a galley imtended for special 
service, such as the one famous for its 
beauty and gorgeous decorations, present- 
ed by Philip Il. to his brother Don John 
of Austria, when the latter took the eom- 
mand of the allied tieet against the Turks. 
At other times the hue would be spenged 
to black, as a delicate sign of sympathy 
with misfortune, as in the case of the 
squadron which, after Pavia, conveyed 
Francis I. from Italy to Barcelona. Smaller 
than the galley, and undecked, or half 
decked, were frigates and_ brigamtines, 
numbering 12 and 20 oars, respectively; 





larger than the ley was the galeasse.—

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OFF TO THE CONGO. 


LIvERPOOL, July 6.—I find that we are to 
be honored as far as the mouth of the 
Bonny River with the company of Eng- 
land’s latest black African lion, Chief Oko 
Jumbo, (presumably a distant relation of 
Mumbo Jumbo and the mammoth of Mr. 
Barnum’s show.) whois returning to Af- 
rica witb hisson. But he will be of little 
benefit to my special correspondence if I 
have no better fortune with him than the 
representatives of the principal London 
papers have had during the past week. It 
is almost a pity that he has never heard of 
the effective formula employed on a simi- 
lar occasion by Alexander Dumas pére, 
which would be peculiarly appropriate in 
these Darwinian days from the lips of an 
African chief: ‘You are a quadroon, I 
believe, M. Dumas?” began an enterpris- 
ing interviewer. 

“Tam, Sir,’’ curtly replied Alexander 
the Great. 

** And your father ?” 

‘My father was a mulatto.”’ 

‘“* And your grandfather, what was he ?”’ 

“ A negro,” growled the father of French 
historical fiction, beginning to wax restless 
under this straightforward catechism. 

“ And might I presume to inquire what 
your greatgrandfather was ?” 

“An ape, Sir,” thundered the author of 
** Monte Cristo,’’ springing to his feet; 
“my pedigree begins where your's ends !”’ 

The mention of apes naturally recalls 
my visit to the new courts of law just 
before leaving London, which was not 
wholly fruitless, inasmuch as it enriched 
my notebook with a good deal of informa- 
tion respecting a man whose name neither 
England nor America will easily forget. 
‘The last time 1 ever saw Judah P. Benja- 
min,” said my guide—Mr. John A. Scott, 
of the Inner Temple, ason of the famous 
Manchester Professor—*‘ was just outside 
Mr. Justice Chitty’s court, yonder. I had 
been brought into very little contact with 
him previously, but he had one gift com- 
mon to all great men—I mean the power 
of remembering faces and names, even if 
they had only come in his way once or 
twice.” , 

‘“‘He must have found it a very useful 
gift for what he had to do,” said I. ‘ Yes, 
it’s just what one needs in our profession. 
The-day I met him was the day after a 
dinner given him by the English Bar on his 
retirement, which was the least they could 
do, for he was undoubtedly a very good 
lawyer and deserved all the honors he got. 
I went up to him and expressed my re- 
gret at having been unable to be present 
at the dinner, whereupon he shook me 
heartily by the hand, and, remembering 
my name at once, made some allusion to 
the only case in which he and | ever had a 
common interest.’’ 

*Welldone. He must have had as good 
a memory as Napoleon, who, when a pri- 
vate soldier picked up his hat a review, 
recollected having noticed that very man 
in one of his Italian battles 10 years before 
and called him by name.”’ 

“You know, of course,’”’ resumed Mr. 
Scott, * that he was Jeff Davis's legal ad- 
viser; but perhaps you may not have 
heard that he escaped from Charleston 
with a price on his head. He got safe to 
England, where he wrote the most reada- 
ble law book in the language—‘* Benjamin 
on Sales’’—while nominally a student for 
the Bar. Almost at the first start he took 
rank as the foremost commercial lawyer 
in Fngland, and it having been discovered 
that he had been born a British subject, (in 
one of the West Indian islands, | believe,) 
he was created ‘one of her Majesty’s coun- 
sel learned in the law.’ ”’ 

* Did Mr. Benjamin appear in any of the 
great cases of these last few years?’ “I 
should think he did. Why, to go no fur- 
ther than his biggest job, he appeared for 
the City of Glasgow Bank liquidators in 
all their appeals in the House of Lords, 
and reer well he managed 1t, too.’’ 

It is pleasant to see what universal sym- 
pathy and interest has been excited not 
only in England but throughout Europe 
by Gen. Grant’s gallant fight against 
death. ‘‘He ought to win, for he makes a 
plucky fight of it,’’ said a rough fellow to 
me the other day, looking up from the 
latest bulletin of the General’s health, 
with an Englishman’s instinctive admuira- 
tion of true courage shining in every feat- 
ure of his ironface. Similar expressions 
of feeling met me at every turn last month 
in Bohemia and Silesia, where every fresh 
piece of intelligence about the condition 
of ** Der Alte General’ was grasped at as 
—— as in New-York itself. 

The floods of rain which are now falling 
—giving better hope for the prospects of 
the harvest than for the comfort of our 
impending embarkation—might satisfy 
even the farmers of Great Britain, were 
those crossgrained gentlemen capable of 
being contented with any weather ever 
known upon earth. Tradition tells of a 
choice specimen of this class, who, having 
no other fault to find with his new parish 
clergyman, growled out, ‘‘He be a pretty 
fellow for a parson, he be. Whoy, he 
age and gitsin a’ his own hay, and then 

eclaps on th’ prayerfur rain.’’ But no 
amount of rain seems likely to daunt the 
worthy people interested in seeing the last 
of King Oko Jumbo, whose recent return 
here from London appears to have made a 
very considerable sensation. Several Liver- 
pool merchants who knew him in his own 
country talk of coming down tosee him 
off, and I anticipate no small entertain- 
ment from this symbolical meeting of the 
African jungle and the European count- 
ing house. In reality, however, the two 
are not sofar asunder as might} be sup- 
posed. This new edition of the Black 
Prince has a son fairly estabiished in 
Liverpool, to visit whom was one of the 
many objects of his voyage to Kngland. 
This transplanting of a citizen of the;Niger 
basin to the banks of the Mersey suggests 
the possible ‘fulfillment at some future 
date of a daring prophecy uttered here 
some years ago by a facetious man of 
business: ‘The days are at hand when 
oe and middlemen of every kind will 
disappear from the face of the earth, and 
when the barelimbed savage from the 
wilds of Africa, striding into the ware- 
house of the Manchester spinner, shall 
fling a sack of cowries on the fioor and say 
briefly, ‘Clothe me.’ ” 

But a good deal is yet to be done on the 
western seaboard of Africa before the 
“fusion of interests’ can be quite so com- 
plete as this. One great bar to the exten- 
sion of commerce in this quarter is the 
utter want of anything that can be called 
a good harhor on the whole of the vast 
coast line which stretches from Sherboro 
Island on the west to the Bicht of Biafra 
on the east. 
of spots dotted over it—such as Cape 
Palmas, Half Jack, Whydah, Cape Coast 
Castle, Elmina, Lagos,gand Old Calabar— 
which are called by courtesy ‘ports’ 
and touched at as such by passing steam- 
ers. But no man in his senses would think 
of pronouncing any one of these a safe 
anchorage. Some of them, indeed, (Cape 
Coast Castle, for example,) are so marked- 
ly the reverse that in any but the calmest 
weather it is simply impossible to effect a 
landing at all. The first thing to be done 
toward improving the Guinea coast is to 
build half a dozen good-sized break waters. 
As matters stand now, the Liverpool 
agents of the British and African Com- 
pauy tell me that they have actually no 
representatives whatever in any of the 
West African seaports except Bonny, the 
custom being for the local traders to come 
alongside the steam packet in their own 
barges as she lies out in the offing, and 
themselves take out the cargo consigned 
to them. 

On these points I shall hope to glean 
some information from the King of Bonny 
himself in the course of our present voy- 
me together. But with renee to the post- 
al service of Western and Southwestern 
Africa what little I can learn is anythin 
but reassuring. The ordinary communi- 
cation appears to be for the most part 
almost as precarious as that which con- 
fronted us five years ago in Montenegro, 
where the letter box was represented by a 
biscuit tin with aslitinit and the postal 
communications by a six-foot native, who 
trotted down the mountain side with this 


rimitive postbag three times a week to- 


he Dalmatian port of Cattaro. So far as 
I can at present ascertain, there are one or 
two ports on our way whence a letter may 
possibly with great good fortune reach its 
destination, and about fourteen more 
where it has no chance whatever. 

But I must break off in order to make 
my preparations for the pn te where, as 
‘Thave just been informed on indisputable

In HeERAtT.—The walls were lined with 
people, who, after the fashion of Orientals, 
welcomed us silently. Astonishment 
seemed at first their chief feeling on the 
subject. Guards were posted at close in- 
tervals in all open spaces and main streets, 


and the clash of salutes was incessant. We 
rode Legal through to the quarters as- 
signed to us. These were in a large roomy 
building with a square courtyard in front, 
but with no particular pretensions, archi- 
tecturally or otherwise. Three magniti- 
cent rooms were painted bright purple, 
blue, and yellow, respectively, for our occu- 
pation, and the gold leaf was laid on the 
cornices so thickly that it appeared in dan- 

er of peeling off from its very weight. The 
ues were thickly carpeted, but the 
furniture wasscanty, for the reason that 
Herati folk never use furniture themselves 
and are hot inthe habitof entertaining 
European visitors. From the roof of the 
house a magnificent view of the city and 
citadel was to ‘be obtained. We were 
anxious to see all we could, and our time 
was limited, so, after taking possession, we 
started again for the main bazaar and the 
Charsoo. The city is very nearly a mile 
square, and the bazaar intersects it from 
north to south and from east to west. 
Thus two main thoroughfares cross about 
the centre of the city at the Charsoo—a 
sort of central domed arcade. The bazaar 
is roofed in from end to end, consequent- 
ly it is rather dark. It is also very 
narrow—only about 12 feet wide, in parts 
extending perhaps to 18 or 20 atthe ut- 
most. These great covered streets were 
thronged with people; Heratis, Kabulis, 
Turcomans, with men of Scinde and Hin- 
dustan, were there. And at every 100 or 
150 yards was the inevitable guard, (al- 
ways on duty, we were told, and not at all 
there on our special behoof,) whose at- 
tempts to present arms at the various 
words of command given in English, 
(among which I distinctly heard ‘** Stand 
at ease,”) resulted in a fiourish of their 
weapons to the front, which still further 
narrowed the way. It was difficult to ride 
along two abreast.—Blackwood’s Maga- 
zine. 

M. FRANOISQUE SAROEY.—No account of 
the Parisian press would be complete with- 
out a few words about the great dramatic

During his long collaboration with About 
ingthe Dix-newviéme Siecle, M. Sarcey 
continuously showed so much common 
sense that the belief became current that 
he had a monopoly of that quality. M. 
Sarcey’s standing complaint against the 
present generation is that it is gioomy, 
pessimistic, and melancholy, whereas M. 





_Sarcey finds life full of interest and amuse- 


ment. He hates politics, which he con- 
siders to be asource of nothing but decla- 
mation, empty phrases, bad writing, and 
unjust passions, and, therefore, as he loves 
above all things clearness and precision, 
and as he is naturally a good-hearted 
man, he has created for himself a spe- 
cialty of practical and familiar journalism. 
During the past 30 years M. Sarcey has 
written, with the rarest exceptions, a daily 
article on some practical question, and so 
he has become a great redresser of 
grievances, the accepted protector of 
small functionaries, the counselor and 
guide of primary schoolmasters, the terror 
of administrations and public companies, 
an indefatigable hygienist, and an ardent 
utilitarian. M. Sarcey is a dramatic critic 
only once a week, when he occupies the 
Monday feuilleton of Le Temps; but his 
most constant efforts have been devoted 
to dramatic criticism, and his work in this 
field constitutes his true title to fame.— 
The Fortnightly Review. 


Tue SPRINGS OF Dax.—The springs to 
which Dax owes its corrupted Latin name 
are certainly very curious and remarka- 
ble. They rise in the centre of the town 


in a large basin inclosed by railings. Over 
the water is a perpetual cloud of steam 
that completely obscures the view when 
the weather is cold. At other times one 
can see the holes in the ground from 
which hot water and air bubbles are eter- 
nally rising. So great is the flow of water 
that the municipality can ny | employ a 
very small portion of it for bathing and 
drinking purposes. People are allowed to 
bring pitchers and pails and tap it as they 
please for household use. Its temperature 
is 158° Fahrenheit. These thermal springs 
cause a moist heat that makes the climate 
of Dax very enjoyable to mosquitoes. Like 
all mineral waters put to commercial pur- 
poses these are credited with marvelous 
medicinal properties. All the ills to which 
flesh is heir gy death, they are 
supposed to cure. The ancient wall was 
almost perfect until 1858, when the intelli- 
gent Dacquois, finding it greatly in the 
way of their desire of expansion, proceed- 
ed to pull it down. They would have com- 
pleted the task they set themselves had 
not the Government interfered in time to 
save just ‘enough of the past for the [ut- 
ure to grieve.” To these: people, in whom 
the blood of their temporary rulers—the 
Vandals—still courses gayly, belongs 
the honor of nearly destroying a work 
of unique interest. What remains of 
the wall 1s a marvelous piece of solid 
masonry. Although post-Roman, the 
construction is onthe Roman medel—a 
simple parapet strengthened with round 
towers. Planted with trees in boulevard 
fashion, this fragment of the ancient ram- 
parts has become the favorite promenade 





of the people of Dax. Thefourteenth cen-' 


tury castle on the left bank of the Adour 
is a noticeable object, but it isnot an im- 
posing specimen of a mediseval stronghold.

THE BUYING OF HORSES. 


There is a general belief that money will 
buy almost everything in a great city, and that 
if the purchaser is liberal enough time may be 
annihilated by a lavish outlay as readily as space 
by the ingenious use of the electric current. To 
a certain extent this belief is well founded. In 
half a day a wealthy man could find a house that 
he would like and choose his furniture, and, by 
laying rugs instead of carpets, he might 
move into his new abode before sunset. In 
24 hours he might match a- rare stone, 
or become the possessor of a yacht, a rail- 
road, or even of a wife. But if he is fond 
of riding or driving, or if he cares to set up an 
establishment, there is just one thing he will 
not succeed in getting except by the luckiest of 
chances. That one thffig is a horse or a team. 
It matters not whether the intending buyer 
wants a fast nag or a family horse, a coach 
horse or a trotter; if he requires a sound, well 
broken, and well seasoned animal, no matter how 
much money he may be willing to expend, weeks 
may go by before he is suited. ‘The difficulty ex- 
perienced by horsemen in obtaining satisfactory 
animals grows constantly greater, although 
every effort is made to have the supply of live 
stock keep pace with the demand. 

Of all horses the so-called family horse is the 
least readily discovered. The epithet,applied to 
the noble beast is in many respects misleading. 
To most people the term family horse suggests a 
venerable quadruped that would linger without 
tying under the elevated railroad and eat ita 
dinner off the cowcatcher of a switch engine. 
In this case it is associated with no such con- 
temptuous significance. It is simply taken to 
designate a thoroughly trained animal that will 
not jump across the street when it is within 
twenty yards of a steam engine or describea 


half circle if its eye rests upon an aucient shoe 
in the roadway, or throw up its heels and alight 
astraddle the shaft if it has had one day’s 
repose in the stable. Broken-down creat- 
ures, horses that are blind of one eye 
or afflicted with tota! cecity, or aged brutes 
that the scourges of the Eumenides could not 
rouse into activity are numerous enough, but 
the good, serviceable 10 or 12 year old horse or 
mare, which has grown used to city noises and 
ways and retained its solid feet, is seldom if 
ever in the market. The reason is obvious. The 
man who bas a prize of this sort, whether the oc- 
cupant of acarriage or the driver of a ligbt 
wagon, does not care to part with it. Occasion- 
ally one horse of a team meets with an acci- 
dent, and his mate, whom it would cost as 
much to match, js offered for sale. Now 
and then, too, some wealthy individual 
who has had more horses in the coun- 
try during the Summer months than 
he cares to maintain throughout the Winter, 
disposes of one or more of his stable. But these 
cases are tew and far between. To illustrate 
their paucity it may be said that an advertise- 
ment in a daily newspaper, through which the 
advertiser sought a horse or mare, aged and not 
speedy, but sound and well broken and accus- 
tomed to the streets of New-York, called forth 
exactly three answers. Only one of the three, 
it should be added, came near meeting the re- 
quirements of the advertiser. Hereupon the 
question arises, How does the would-be pro- 
prietor of a horse set about discovering one? Jt 
is witha view to imparting some information 
on this point that this article has been written. 

To advertise for a nag of the kind required is, 
in truth, useless for a dozen different reasons, 
and to heed one out of every ten advertisements 
appearing regularly in certain daily newspapers 
is to run the risk of being badly swindled. he 
advertisements of the character last referred 
to are printed every morning in the year. Their 
form varies, but the place of sale does not 
change. Sometimes the horse or horses are part 
of the éstate of ** my late husband, well known 
to all drivers on the road,” sometimes they are 
sold by the Administrators of ** Roscius C. Brown, 
Hsa., who pe-cisbed in the late railway accident,” 
and often — belong to some * manufacturing 
company” which has just gone into bank- 
ruptcy. The wording matters not, however, for 
the purport is invariably the same. The ras 
cals who are in this business either paim 
off upon the ignorant buyer horses that 
bave been “doctored up” for the occasion, or 
else show one animal and palm off another upon 
the purchaser after the latter has paid his 
money and is ready to depart, The mise en scéne 
of all these transactions is singularly elabo- 
rate, and more persons take a hand in the per- 
formance than would be supposed. Their meth- 
ods, bowever, need not be described minutely, as 
the reader of police news must have seen more 
than one account of a countryman’s experience 
in aden of the type alluded to. It would be 
thoyght that the repeated exposure ot these 
establishments would Jead totheir suppression, 
or at any rate, to their avoidance. But nothin 
of the kind occurs, and every now an 
then some gentleman that ought’ to 
know better gathers a consideravie meas- 
ure of experience by looking for a 
* bargain.” ot many months ago a theatrical 
manager, well known to the east side pubiio, 
bought a six-hundred-dollar “trotter’ at a 
stable graced 4 the presence of a personage 
well known to the police as ** The Widow's Son,” 
and so calied because when a customer is sig- 
paled he always appears attired in deep mourn- 
ing and wiping away his tears as he declares 
that he would not dream of selling a family pet 
to a rude and unappreciative dealer. » Before the 
sun went down the manager was giad to return 
the * trotter,’’ and devoutly thankful when he 
wrung from its tender-hearted owner $400 out 
of the $600 paid out afew hours previous. It is 
evident, from this statement of facts, that a gen- 
tleman is pot likely to set up an establishment 
by treading in Mr. ——’s footsteps. - 

If no protection is afforded the purchaser who 
may be cozened by the alluring announcements 
of the advertising fraternity little more need 
be looked for if he try his fortune in’ 
the auction room. Here, of course, swin- 
diing in the exact sense of the word is 
not practiced, but there is aa slight a likeli- 
hood of the purchaser’s experiment fulfillin 
his anticipations as in the places just described. 
Every auctioneer sells a horse with the under- 
standing that the animal 1s warranted to accord 
with the printed or spoken description imparted 
to the buyers before the bidding commences, 
Every one, however, does not give the buyer's 
opinion its full weight when the horse has been 
tried and found wanting. Sometimes the auction- 
eer oonstitutes himself the arbiter as to its con- 
dition, and sometimes he reserves himself the 
right of appointing the veterinary surgeon or 
referee. In any case the purchaser is pretty 
well in the dark as to the qualities ot the nag he 
leads away with him. The horse may be sound, 
or practically so, and free from vice—for a day 
ortwo. With good food and little work he may 
present for weeks as good an appearance as on 
the floor of the auction room, and again it may 
happen that kind treatment and littie exercise 
will develop his worst points. Come what may, 
he is rarely returnable. In the opinion of many 
horsemen only oue establishment in the city 
secures the buyers all the advantages taoey can 
reasonably claim, by allowing 24 to 48 hours to 
elapse after the sale before turning over its 
proceeds to the seller. If the buyer proves 
on credible testimony ere this delay has 
expired that the brute is not as represented, he 
can demand and will receive bis money. With- 
out going into details of warranty, concernin 
which whole books have been written, 1t is well 
to note that no auctioneer warrants eithet the 
age or the height of the horses that come under 
the hammer. Exceptat large so called ‘*com- 
bination sales,” when some first-rate stock bear: 4 
often be picked out from much thatis nut wort 
glancing at, very few really desirubie horses 
reach the auction room, and one may attend 29 
sales and never see a horse bring more than $200, 
though sound and apparently serviceable. Un- 
sound animals, so declared, rarely fetch more 
than $125, except when unusually speedy and 
when the unsoundneass; does not affect their 
making the occasional ** brush’’ required of them 
on the crowded afternoons of the road. 

Having come to the conclusion, either by act- 
ual experience or by the information supplied 
by “ knowing” people, that horses are not to be 
readily gotten either through advertisements or 
in the auction room, the reader will very natu- 
rally wonder where most of the animals in use 
are procured. A small proportion of fine beasts 
and almost all saddle horses are brought on 
direct from Kentucky and tbe West and South-

They can discern. with fair proba- 
bilities of being in the right, the good points of 
an animal that is walked past them, and they 
take him on a 24 hours’ trial, the price bein 
agreed upon—approximately, at least—in ad- 
vance.. If the horse, after a few hours’ 
repose, turns out to be stylish and speedy, 
the likelihood is that the purchaser will 

t him from $50 to $200 cheaper than 
f the dealer had made the discovery. If he 
proves vicious or drives badly he is of course re- 
turned. The chances of a hore being unsound 
are small, asthe dealers’ agents only choose 
sound animals, and all of the horses are ous. 
that 1s to say, between 5 and 6 yearsold. The 
difference in their value lies in their speed, style, 
shape, size, and color, Fifteen hands three inches 
is the standard. height for carriage horses, and 
anything below 15.2 is quoted at a much smaller 
figure. Bays with black points have preference 
in respect of color, then roans and sorrels, and 
finally blacks and dapple grays. Pure graysand 
whites are notin favor; when these animals 
change their coats they cover the drivers with 
their hair, and, besides, grays turn white as they 
grow old. Few horses of the ordinary grade at 
the Bull's Head are to be considered as thorough- 
ly. broken, and some ot them have been put to 
work so young that the likelihood their 
durability is slender. All of them are, indeed, 
** green” horses, that is tosay, animals that. must 
be fed up and polished up by the buyer, who 
also runs the risk of losing them by the maladies 
usually contracted through the change of cli- 
thate, food, and ‘drink. On the other hand, 
nearly all are sound and good-tempered, and 
their sale is conducted aa an ordinary business 
transaction, and in almost all stables without 





any attempt at imposition further than an over- | 


cha levied upon the unprofessional investor 
by the keen-eyed horseman. Pretty nearly 
everybody buys horses at the Bull’s Head, and 
the place 1s exclusively patronized by street 
railway companies, express companies, livery- 
men, and private coachmen representing their 
employers. Two hundred and fifty dollars 
is the average rice demanded for a 
strong and good-si buy horse or mare fit for 
useina livery stable, where a month’s expe- 
rience to a coupé will put him in excellent form; 

will buy a decent team of the same de- 
scription, and an excellent team of coach or 
T-cart horses will fetch from $750 to $1,000, ac- 
cording to their shape and gait. The express 
companies buy horses by the drove and pay 
about $175 a head, while car Companies make a 
bargain of the same sort, the prices ranging 
from $10 more to $10 less. Asthe large purchas- 
ers take the horses as they come from the trains, 
they often find an animalora team worth double 
the figure represented. If an ** outsider’ hap- 
pen upon anything of the sort, it may be im- 
agined that he has to pay for it. Tosum up the 


situation, it may be said that while purchases’ 


eftected at the Bull’s Head are often unsatisfac- 
tory, the horse not * developing” either in spirit 
or body as he ought to do, tnere is a probability 
that a passable horseman wil! be fairly dealt 
with and better suited than if he looks else- 
where. That the lot of the amateur or even of 
the connoisseur in search of horseflesh is not 
altogether a happy one, however, ought to be 
apparent a'ter a perusal of the foregoing notes 
if a knowledge of the fact was not already in 
possession of the reader before conning them.

Mr. Herbert Goss states that in 1879 
only 103 fossil insects from the carbonifer- 
ous rocks of the whole world were known 
to science. During the last five years, 
however, the additions to that number 
have been very large through the discoy- 
eries made im Europe and America. 

Dr. Gustav Nachtigal is to have a mons 
ument erected to his memory on the spot 
where he died, besides a memorial bust at 
Berlin and a mouument in his native town, 
Stendal. An appeul for the necessary 
funds has been sent out to various Ger- 
man geographical and other societies. 


The bridge to be constructed over the 
Hawkesbury River, New South Wales, 
will bea remarkable work. ‘Lhis doubie- 
track railway bridge will be 4,000 feet 
long, and the piers, according to the plans, 
will require to be sunk about 170 feet in all 
below tide. The estimated cost is rot less 
than $2,000,000. 

In an important note on spectrosconit 
observations through the medium of radi- 
ant matter submitted by Mr. William 
Crookes to the Academy of Sciences. Paris, 
the author shows tiat, from the anoma ies 
presented during his present experiments, 
the conclusions of spectrum analysis per »é 
are liable to serious error, unless at each 
step the spectroscopist iscontroiled by the 
chemist, whorepresents the court of ap- 
peal. 


Mr. H. A. Hazen, in the American 
Meteorological Journal, divides thunder- 
storms into—first, common storms with 
light winds, more or less rain, and geuer- 
ally not very heavy thunder; second, 
those preceded or attended by a high and 
sudden wind, and third, those thut may 
be termed electric storms, mostly exper:- 
enced in the West, giving the remarkable 
phenomena of heavy elsctric discharges, 
more or less wind, aud no rain. The as- 
sertion regarding the absence of rain has 
awakened much interest and speculation 
among European meteorologists, who ob- 
serve in it that which conflicts with the 
generally accepted theory of thunder- 
storms. 


In a report on the bituminous deposits 
of the Camamu basin of the Province of 
Bahia, in brazil, Mr. J. M. “Cameron pre- 
sents some facts with regard to the in!\u- 
ence of the mangrove ia relation to tne 
formation of the great muddy swamps on 
the coast. The grayi!sn black mui sus- 
tains a luxuriant mangrove Vegetation, 
and the mud seems to be the resuit prin- 
vipally of the prolonged and continuous 
decomposition of the roots and branches 
of the trees. As the tidal currents ebb 
and flow very slowly they have not suf- 
ficient force to sweep awaythe greasy 
mud, and there it remains as food for suc- 
cessive generations of mangroves and asa 
store for the supply of oleaginous material 
for distant generations of human beings. 


M. Delaunay, of Paris, predicts thay 
earthquakes on agrand scale will occur 
next year either when the earth is under 
the influence of a planet of the first rank, 
such as Jupiter, or under that of a group 
of asteroids, or at a time when the sun 
and moon are nearest to our planet simul- 
taneously. This specialist in earthquakes 
foretold the frightful catastrophes which 
occurred in South America in 1877. He an- 
nounced a vast seismic disturbance in 1883, 
and the appalling disasters in the indian 
Archipelago followed. He raised his voice 
of warning also before the late extensive 
shaking of the earth in Spain. It is no 
wonder that his latest utterances have 
caused considerable attention in various 
countries. 


A paper on the chemistry of Japanese 
lacquer has been sent to the Roval Acad- 
emy, Edinburgh, by Mr. Huikorokuro 
Yoshida, chemist to the Imperial Geolog- 
ical Survey of Japan. Lacquer juice was 
found, it is stated, to consist of.a mono- 
basic acid, (urushie acid,) a small propor- 
tion of a nitrogenous diastatic matter, 
gum arabic, and water. The hardening of 
the lacquer is shown to be due to the oxi- 
dation of the urushic acid to oxyurushic 
acid by the action of the nitrogenous sub- 
stance in the presence of air and moisture. 
Colored lacquer is made by the addition 
of metals, their sulphides or oxides, to the 
juice, which exerts no action upon them, 
except in the case of black lacquer, the 
color of which is due to the presence of 
urushiate of iron, produced by the addi- 
tion of iron filings to the juice. 


According to a technical paper the cov 
ering of faded green damasks causes much 
trouble to the dyer. The great mistake is 
in boiling them too much. Many dyers 
labor under the impression that the only 
way to cover fades in green damasks is to 
boil them well. ‘I have,’ says the writer, 
**seen adyer who ranked himself second 
to none as a thoroughly practical man 
boil.a lot of damasks over four and a half 
hours, and then, finding the fades still 
showing themselves, he declared that they 
had not been boiled sufficiently. Instead 
of boiling covering the fades it only makes 
them still darker. The best method for 
greens is to dye them with indigo, acid 
green, and either common or glauber salts, 
together with sulphuric and picric acid. 
But be sure not to err on the side of too 
much boiling.”’ 

In a recent number of Ciel et Terre there 
isan article by M. F. Frenay on the cause 
of the illusion of the a enlarge- 
ment of the sun, meon, and constellations 
as they approach the horizon. He attrib- 
utes this visual impression to the manner 
in which the eye has been educated. The 
greater part of our estimates of distance, 
he maintains, are made horizontally. A 
man of ordinary height, 328 feet off, sub- 
tends an angle approximately of 1° At 
double the distance, or 656 feet, he sub- 
tends an angle of 4°. Yet as the result of 
long practice and the exercise of reason 
we 3¢e to see the same sized man at both 
distances. When, however, we come to 
look up at a very high steeple things at 
the top appear very small indeed, because 
the ucation derived from the practice 
of estimating size in a vertical direction is 
extremely defective. 


It is said that bars of file-tempered steel 
may be strongly magnetized in this way: 
An old file, for example, is placed in a coil 
of moderate-sized wires, with one end 
resting against a block of iron. One of 
the wires from a dynamo-electric nia- 
chine is connected to one end of the wire 
coil, while to the other end of the coil is 
attached a small block of iron which rests 

ainst the free end of the file. The other 
wire from the dynamo-electric machine is 
attached to a good-sized hammer, the face 
of which is past injury by the spark. 
When the block to which the wire coil is 
attached is struck by tte hammer against 
the end of the file, a mechanical shock is 
imparted, while at the sameinstant the 
electric current passes through the coil 
with the result of speedily jarring the 
molecules of steelinto position. It is stated 
that the. magnetization thus obtained is 
permanent to avery considerable degree. 

Prof. Schubeler presents some interest- 
ing information in a paper on the original 
habitat of someof thecereals. Barley was 
cultivated before any of the other cereais 
in Scandinavia, and to it the generic name 
of “corn” was restricted by the Northmen 
from the earliest times. Asa proof of the 
hign latitude at which corn could be 
grown ina remote age the Kgil’s Saga is 
cited where mention is made of a barn in 
Helgeland (65° north latitude) used for 
storing it and capable of containing tables 
sufficient to accommodate 800 guests at & 
feast. Barley was cultivated in Iceland 
from 870 to 1400, and then the inhabitants 
ceased to raise it and became dependent 


‘upon the home country for their supply. 


Lately the Danish Government and private 
individuals have introduced into Iceland 
with considerable success not only barley 
but vegetables and fruits. In Norway 
anything like good barley cannot begrown 
much further than 70° north, and in 
Sweden the polar limit 1s about 68°. Rye 
came into use as a breadstuff in Scandi- 
navia at avery early time. The Summer 
crops of rye are generally fit for cutting 
when the barley harvest is ready.

¢HE FALL REGATTA OF THE LARCHMONT 
YACHT CLUB 

Nearly all the regattas of the Larch- 
mont Yacht Club are open to boats: registered in 
the fleet of any one of a number of corinthian 
clubs. In June and September of each year, how- 
ever, there is a pennant race, open only to boats 
of the Larchmont fleet. The pennants are held 
py the winning boats in each class, subject to 
challenge after 30 days, and subject also to con- 
test in the Spring and Fall pennant races.

The Fall pennant regatta was sailed yesterday 
over the usual course, from Larchmont around 
Execution Light, Matinnicock Point, and Con- 
stable Point buoys, again around Execution 
Light buoy and back to Larchmont. Eleven 
boatsin all started. Of these, O. H. Colt’s big 
sloop Wizard, W. W. Russell's cabin sloop 
Nyssa, and William Murray’s open sloop Mimic 
had no competitors, and they earned their pen- 
nants by going over the course, or rather b 
starting. In the class for cabin sloops under 
feet sailing length, the contestants were Oliver 
Adams’s Gannet, F. M. Scott’s Brenda,’and G. 
M. Barretto’s Nora. In the catboat olass there 
were Vice-Commodore_Alley's Cruiser, F. E. 
Towle'’s Fairy, George I. Seney, Jr.’s, Orienta, 

. B. Towle’s Ada, and W. 8S. Alley’s new 
clinker-built poat Nazli, which sailed ber first 
race. 

Besides the pennants, a prize of the value of 
$50 was offered by Commodore Monroe to the 
winning boat in each class, in which four or 
more boats should complete the course. The 
Commodore will have to invest in only one prize, 
as the cutboat class alone fulfilled the conditions 
The signal for starting was given at 11:83 
o’clock. The Nyssa, Gannet, Ada, and Fairy 
were the only boats to cross the 
starting line within the prescribed 10 
minutes. All others were slightly handi- 
capped, This lost the cruiser the race in

PLEADING FOR HER DAUGHTER.

A YOUNG GIRL OF TWELVE ABDUCTED AND 
TAKEN TO HAVANA. 


As the steamer Saratoga, bound for Ha- 
vana,swung off from her pier at the foot of 
Wall-street yesterday afternoon, a short, thick- 
set middle-aged woman, who looked like a Mex- 
ican, ran down the wharf screaming loudly and 
begging some one to save her daughter, who 
was on theship. She appealed to all the officers 
of the line for help, but the steamer was out in 


the stream before her story was half told. 
Before any one could make out what the woman 
wanted,a young Spaniard, who had been ob- 
served standing by the gangplank for some 
time before it was drawn ashore, stepped up to 
her and whispered something in herear. The 
two then went off the wharf together, but in a 
few minutes the woman came back alone and 
again begged the officers to rescue her child. The 
Saratoga was then nearly to Governor's Island, 
and it would have been impossible fora tug to 
overtake her. 

To Mr. Simon Poey, the passenger agent of the 
company, the woman said thata Spaniard whose 
last name was Aivarez had boarded at her house 
for several weeks. Yesterday morning he left, 
and about noon she discovered that her 
daughter, a child of 12, was also missing. She 
immediately suspected that the girl had gone off 
with Alvarez, as the two had been much to- 
gether. From some of the other boarders she 
learned that he had engaged passage on 
the Saratoga for Havana. She immediately 
started ror the steamship, but arrived a few 
minutes too late. The woman refused to give 
her name or residence, or thatof the young 
man who had at first: led her away from the 

ier. Mr. Poey advised her to go to Police 

eadquarters and make arrangements to have 
Alvarez arrested upon his arrivalin Havana. 
The woman accepted this advice and l-ft with the 
intention of going to the Central Office. Up to 
n late hour last night nothing more had been 
heard from her. 


“MAMMY™ DUFFULS DEAD. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Duffuls, a well known 
character of Hudsun County,.N. J., died yester- 
day at her home, in Pamrapo. She was 65 years 
old, and was a full-blooded negress. She at one 
time lived in Thompson-street, this city, but 


about 1850 moved to Coxsackie, Here she be- 
gan the practice of medicine, using roots 
and herbs as her sole remedies. Some of 
ber cures were said to be  remarka- 
ble. From Coxsackie she removed to Kinder- 
hook, where she continued her practice, varying 
it occasionally with camp meeting exhorting. 
About 30 years ago she bought a tmrge tract of 
iandin Pamrapo and fitted it up as a camp 
ground, and here she conducted weekly services. 
Her meetings in the woods were always success- 
ful. She was known among her foliowers as 
Mammy Duffuls. Ashorttime ago several. of 
her methods of cure were exposed by disbeliev- 
ers, who termed hera fraud. Mrs. Duffu!s was a 
member of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Sullivan-street, and will be buried 
trom there to-morrow morning. 


DIED AT THE CHICKEN HOUSE. 

James Mahan, of Hicksville, Long Isl- 
and, aman against whom suspicion had often 
krisen in connection with chicken stealing, was 
found dead yesterday afternoon near the chick- 
en house of John Dawson, one of his neighbors.

BOSTON’S POLLUTED WATER. 

Boston, Sept. 5.—The investigation of 
the water supply from Sudbury River and 
Cochituate nas been concluded by the Norfolk 
and Suffolk Medical Society, and thetr report 
shows a serious pollution of the supply by sew- 
age. I1t says that the water of Cochituate, 
which is the chief source of supply for Boston, 
is more dangerous to health than the Mystic 
water, and is daily growing worse. An analysis 
of the Cochituate water shows that by compari- 
s0n with the water supplied to 14 other cities 
Boston’s water contains the largest proportion 
of free ammonia and albuminoid ammonia, the 
products of sewage contamination.
